2. In Latin its called Variolæ mag- 
ve, thence in Italian Yarole groſſe, 
and in French Ja greſſe verole, all 
ſignify ing the great, or groſs Pox. 
The French do alſo ,particularly 
name it, Le mal de Naples, or the 
Evil of Naples, becauſè it had its 
firſt riſe among the Spaniards at 
Naples, in the year 1494. being 
beſieged by the French; though the 
Spaniards ſay, the French hred it at 
that very time, and thereſote do call 
it Il mat Fraxceſe, ot the French Evil:

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the truth of this you'l read below - 
Among our Latin Authors its 
rermed- the Indian Evil, the Indi- 
an Jetter, the Venereal Infection, 
the Tetter of the Privities, the 
New Campane Diſeaſe, the French 
Leprofie, the Spaniſp Itch, the French 
Diſeaſe, the Court Diſeaſe, the Diſ- 
eaſe. a- la mode, Job's mangineſs, the 
Diſeaſe of St. Mevius Y whence 
the Germans to this day call it 
Mevius) St. Roches Diſeaſe, the 
Evil of St. Fuazrias à Feriſalem 
Friar, and St. Sementi Diſeaſe, The 
Dutch call it che Spani/> Pox, the 
Indians Las Buas, Paturſa and Pua. 
What its named in Esgliſb is vul- 
gar ly enough know. 
3. Doctors have for a long time 
blazed into Heraldty for the Coar 
of the Pox, to diſcover its firſt 
extraction, and antiquity of thar 
great Family; at length it was 
held by. a genctal vort, that its 
firſt deſcent was from the Ne po- 
titan Spaniardi, ſome of whom ha- 


ving 
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ving been lately abroad with Co- 
lumbus, in the Year 1492. upon 
the firſt diſcovery of the New 
World, or M et- Indies, after two 
Years: abſence, arrived back to 
their Native Country, with 2 
number of new pretty curious 
Fangles, and among the reſt, was 
this New Pocky Toy, which 
they ſoon made preſent of to ſe- 
veral of their deareſt Julietta's at 
Naples; for immediately upon 
their arrival in Spain, they were 
hurried away to Naples, to rein- 
force that Garriſon, then in poſ- 
ſeſſion of A4/phonſo, King of Ar- 
ragen, and blocked up by 80000 
French, under Command of Charles 
the Eighth of France. The Beſteg- 
ed being ſtraightned of Proviſions; 
were forced to diſmiſs rheis Mi- 
ſtreſſes, ( already ſufficiently rub- 
bed with the Indian - Loadſtone, ) 
into the Enemies Camp, where 
they met with, very good Quar- 


ters among thoſe hungry Muſh- 
roms,

ronis, almoſt ſtarved for want of 
Womens Fleſh ; which they found 
fo well ſeaſoned and daubed with 
Muſtard, that in few Weeks it 
took them all by the Noſe. By 
this you obſerve, its ſuppoſed the 
Spaniards firſt brought the Pox 
from the Meſt· Indies, where they 
ſaid it was as natural to the In- 
habitunts, as the Small- Pox is elſe- 
where. Forauvanti denies, that the 
Spaniards brought it from the Weſt- 
Tndies, but aftirms, the French be- 
ing almoſt famiſhed, firſt got the 
Pox, at the afore-faid Siege of 
Naples, by eating dead Mens Car- 
kaſſes, which he further makes 
proof of, by feeding a Sow wit 
-Sows Fleſh, likewiſe an Owl and 
a Whelp with Fleſh of their own 
kind, which he found afterwards 
mark'd with ſpots, botches, and 
Pimples, like :thoſe. of the Pox. 
This preceding opinion  glaunceth 
ſome probability upon rhe DIE 
brought us from the '27-"- Tndies ; 
Z | whoſe 
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whofe- Inhabitants ( particularly 
thoſe Anthropophagi, that ſuſtain 
themſelves by feeding upon Mans 
Fleſh) are now and then ſurpriſed 
by this Diſeaſe, which takes em 
in the manner of a Surfeit, clears 
their Blood, and ſo vaniſhes away 
by uſing fome ſlight means, and a 
thin Diet. Parace/ſus ſaith, this 
Diſeaſe was bred between a French 
Leper, and a Neapolitan Whore, 
whilſt ſhe. had her Courſes upon 
her. Aſtrologers Father the Child 
upon Mars, ** and Mercury, 
caught in Adultery with Venus and 
Libra, Seated in the Eighth Houſe, 
a place of Diſeaſes, whereupon two 
Eclipfes (the: one in Taurus, the o- 
—: in Scorpio following, brou ghit 
her to Bed of che Pocky — 
Ten or Eleven Vcars after; others 
again ſay. it was cauſed by Greek 
Wide, daſhed with Lepers Blood, 
which-the French drank, being pur- 
polely lefr for them ar Suma hy the 
Spaniards.

After all this, many will have 
it, that the Pox reigued in the 
World long before the Vear 1494. 
and — fay, that Aippocrater 
makes mention of ſomè that loſt 
their Hair, = were troubled with 
-Malignant Ulcers about their Pri- 
vities. Likewaſe- Valeſcus, Salt 
\cetus; and Gorrdoxins, (who lived 
Boo Years before the Siege of Na» 
ples.) wrote of Ulcers and Botches, 
contracted thrbugh the immoderate 
eſe of Women. Its likewiſe di 
courſed, that theErhiopiars have for 
ſome Hundreds of Years been fub- 
beck to à filthy Diſeaſe about their

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Groin and Privities, which they 
got by an over-wanton Lechery; ; 
the fame is alſo confirmed by 4- 
gatharcides. Auicenna Writes of a 
Sehaphatum or ſcabby Head, with 
many other accidents attending it, 
not unlike the Pox. Others ſay, 
the Pox is nothing but a kind of 
Leprofie, a St. Antonies Fire, or 2 
kind of Plague. 5 
4 Thoſe that coticcive Job, 
St. Mevius, St. Evagrius, St. Av. 
che, or St. Sement, to have been 
tormented with the Pox, or that 
the Pox had a being in £/ippocra- 
tes, Avicen, Valeſcus,, Salicetus, or 
Gordoniaus their times, ſome hun- 
dred Years before the foreſaid 
Siege of Naples, muſt needs find. 
their miſtake, in comparing the 
ſymproms of thoſe holy Men, 
or thoſe mentioned by the Au- 
thors bzfore-written, with the 
ſymptoms of the Pox. Neither 
can any rationally ſuppoſe, the 
Pox to be a kind of Leproſi,

ſince they do altogether differ from 
one another in ſymproms, and 
manner of Infection. Neither can 
] believe, the -Spaziards brought 
the Pox firſt from the WMeſt-[n- 
dies, becauſe a Weſt-India Pox is 
no Epidemick, but an Endemick 
Diſeaſe, which is cauſed by a par- 
ticular diſpoſition of the Air, and 
their putrid Diet; and: therefore 
is equivalent to a Scurvy. Never- 
theleſs its moſt certain, the Pox 
was firſt bred among thoſe Spa- 
viards, that were arrived from the 
 Weſt-Indies at Naples, and the 
French that beſieged the Town, 
though in another manner than is 
generally reported, as this follow- 
ing Hiſtory of the Nativity of the 
Pox will confirm to you, being 
collected by me from ſeveral Cir- 
cumſtances, that attended it at its 
Birth. .

5. HE French with their en- 

tailed mangineſs march- 
ing into Italy in the ear 1493. 
under Charles the Eighth of France, 
againſt Alp honſo King of Arragon, 
did daily fret, and promote their 
Evil by Drinking groſs Italian 
Wines, Eating Salt Meats, and 
broiling under a hotter Sun; and 
as their Wines grew ſtonger, Vict⸗ 


nals Salter, and Sun hotter, by 

their deeper in- road into the Coun- 

try, ſo their Diſeaſe accrewed in 

cater Scabs and malignity.

— could not but kiek and ſpur 
ſome of them into a moſt deteſta- 
ble rage of lechery, who eneout- 
tering 3 rank Jades, (being per- 
nicious through their menſtruous 
ſteems, and diſgraced with the 
worſt degrees of Scuryy, crept in 
upon them by their, ill Diet with- 
in bn wrrounded, City, ) fell fen

Comrades before. In this tha 
conflict ſhowrs of morbifick emif- 
ſaries (or diſeaſed ſteems) dar-

7. In relation to the firſt, its 
moſt certainly known, that a 
French-man upon the leaſt change 
of Air, ever contracts the Itch; 
or if it ſhould fail him Spring or 
Fall, immediately doubts of his

Sawces, and is ſloveniſh in his 
Linnen, living beſides in a hot 
Climate, its impoſſible he. ſhould 
eſcape the Itch, much leſs in an 
Army, where they are all ſlovens 
in their Lingen, ' and Cloaths, in 
the higheſt degree, and _—_ 
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fects the other, and feeds the Diſ- 
eaſe with a brined and Pickled 
Diet. In fine, never did a French 
Army paſs a Campane, without | 
being tormented with the Itch in | 
the worlt degree; what pickle the 
French Army uſed to be in Flanders, 

where .the Air is far more tempe- 

rate than in Italy, my ſelf have 

been an Eye-witneſs. As to the 
ſecond, its generally obſerved, that 
by continuation of a hot Diet, and 
not ſhifting. of Linnen, a . ſmall. 
Itch, with little black heads, will. 
change into red mattery Pimples, 
and thoſe into ſcaling Scabs, 
which at length will turn into 
great broad Scurf, like a Leprofie. 
To the third, as moſt Towns that 
are. ſituated upon the Sea, are ſub- 
jet to ſome Endemick Diſeaſe or 
nw. Naples w__ ever been 
iſpoled to an imperfect Scurvy. 
which being beſi . ande che l 
habirants penned up in Roms, 
uſing no exerciſe, and dieting up- 
on 
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on courſe dreggiſh powdered Boars 
Fleſh, old hard mouldy Biſcuit, and 
ſlimy muſty Water, (for their 
Fountains were filled with dirt, 
and the Air with ſtinks of Carri- 
ons, dead Carcaſſes, and putrid 
ſaltiſn vapours of the Sea, ) they 
muſt unavoidably have been forced 
into a very deep Scurvy; for the 
adequate cauſe being put into 
action, the effect muſt neceſſarily 
follow. The fourth is, that the 
Pox is begotten, between a man- 
gy Frenchman and a Neapolitan 
Whore, that was troubled with the 
Scurvy ; or to ſpeak more plain, 
The Pox is a complicated, mixt, or 
compounded Diſeaſe, that's engen- 
dred, bred, and knit together out 
of a deep Scurvy, and a fiery ma- 
lignant mangineſs. That it is a 
mixt Diſeaſe, is diſcovered by the 
mixt ſigns, - ſymptoms, (or acci- 
dents ) ſome iſſuing from the ſcabby 
Itch, others from the. Scurvy. 
Firſt, Tll Demonſtrate the Pox bo 
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be a true Scurvy. 2ly, That its al- 
ſo a perfect mangineis. 3ly, That 
it is neither a Scurvy nor mangineſs 
ſingly by themſelves, but a Diſeaſe 
that is engendred or bred our of a 
Scurvy and manginefs, being com- 
plicated and knit rogether. 4. Thar 
the Scurvy, whereof the Pox doth - 
conſiſt, is not ſuch a common Ende- 
mick Scurvy, as the Air doth breed 
here in Exgland; but an Epidemick 
Scurvy, much differing from rhe 
other.

In ſhort, 
there is no ſign, or ſymptom in 
in the Pox, but its obſerved to be 
in the Scurvy, ſo likewiſe there 
is ſcarce a fign in the Scurvy, 
bur its diſcerned in the Pox, which 
is the reafon why Phyſicians. do 
dayly miſtake, in judging ſome 
to be troubled with the Pox, that 
are troubled with the , and 
others to be Diſeaſed with the 
Scurvy, that are infected with 
the Pox. Moreover its a pro- 
perty 
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perty of the Pox, never to ap- 
pear with the ſame ſigns in two 
Bodies, but in one y is at- 
tended with ſuch ſigns, in ano- 
ther with quite different ; which is 
alſo to the Scurvy. Laſtly, 
the Pox is oft Cured with Ve- 
getables, that are of a biting ſting- 
ing nature, and contain a great 
deal of mordicant volatil Salt, as

which are alſo proper Remedics 
for the Seurvy. To the ſecond,

10. My practical Obſervations 
upon the motion of the Pox, haye 
diſcovered to me a far more pro- 
per diſtinction, -viz.

12. Some ſorts of the Pox are 
more Infectious, others lefs. Some- 
times its hereditary, or got from 
ones Parents in the Womb, other 
times its got by Infection. Some 
kind of Pox is viſible and evident; 
other kind lieth hidden for ſome 
before it breaks out. Hor- 
fins, writes of one, that got the 
Pox in his Mouth, and did nov 
appear before he was grown 
Old. Amatus ſpeaks of another, 
who was troubled with a hidden 
Pox, and got two ſound Children; 
but the third proved Infected with 
a rank Pox. 'The Mother of thoſe 
Children enjoyed her Health very 
well, until ſhe was delivered of 
that laſt Pocky Child, and then 
her Lips and Breaſt burſted our 
into the Pox. This Pocky Boy 

Was put to Nurſe, who in few 
days 
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days was infected, and thereupon 
Infected her Husband, and two 
Children more, that ſhe gave 
Suck to. Theſe Children were 
no ſooner taken home, but Infe- 
cted their Mothers; in ſhort, no 
leſs than Nine were Infected in a 
Months time. When I lived at 
Paris, I knew a whole Family 
that was in the like manner In- 
fected by a Pocky Nurſe. Here 
in London, I have likewiſe taken 
notice of ſeveral Children, that 
died at Nurſe of che Pox, and 
therefore People ought to be well 
adviſed, ro whom they put out 
rheir/Childeen,

13. VI. next buſineſs is to 
2 1 treat of the cauſe of the 
Pox. I have made it appear to you 
already, that the Pox was not 
brought from the Weſt- Indies hi- 
ther; neither was it engendred out 
of Mans Fleſh, for the Cannitals, 
and others that feed · altogether up- 
on Mans Fleſh, are ſeldom trou- 
bled with that Evil. I have like- 
wiſe proved, the Pox was not be- 
by a French Leper, becauſe 
of the vaſt difference there is be- 
tween the Leproſie, and the Pox. 

| Many 
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Many affirm, the Pox was Kind- 
led by a Malignant Conſtellation 
of the Planets, but let me tell 
you, had the mangy French Crew 
been diverted from coming to- 
Naples, the Pox would have con- 
tinued among the Planets. O- 
thers impute the cauſe of the Pox 
to the common trade Whores 
drove with ſeveral Nations, whoſe 
Seed being forced and gathered 
together in one Womb, might 
occaſion a kind of a rotten Diſ- 
caſe in the Privaties, like ſeveral 
ſorts of cauſe a corruption 
in the Stomach. Bur this ſeems 
been Whores from the beginning 
of the World, who drove a com- 
mon Trade, chey would neceſla- 
rily have bred the Pox long be- 
fore the Siege of Naples. It was 
the Opinion of ſome, that the 
Pox was ſent into the French: 
by a Neapolitan Witch, whole 
Houſe they had Robbed ; "= 
this 
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this ſeems ridiculous to thoſe, that 
believe now Miracles are ceaſed, 
there be no Witches more in Na- 
dure. a 

Leonicenus believed, the Pox 
took its Riſe from a great Over- 
flowing of the River Tyber, whicl 
vomited up a deal of ſtinking 
rotten Badies, into a tract of rhe 
Air, that drove towards Naples, 
where it ſoon kindled the Pox. 

This is unlikely, ſince the fame Ri- 
ver had oyerflown many times be- 
fore, without ſuch a conta- 
gious Diſeaſe. 

The Germans were of Opinion, 
that feeding too oft upon Peaſe 
and Bacon might breed the Pox, 
and therefore their Magiſtrates for- 
bad the ſelling of all ſorts of Peaſe. 
This Opinion is ſo unreaſonable, 
that it needs no confutation. 

3. After the recital of all theſe 
Opinions, touching. the outward 
Cauſe, or the firſt Occaſion of the 
Pox, its time I ſhould bend my 

Diſcourle 


cidents (or Symptoms, 
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Diſcourſe to a diſcovery of the in 
ward Cauſe, which by the gene” 
rality of modern Phyſicians is con- 
cluded to be a hidden Malignant 
cauſe, or certain Malignant ſtcems, 
that paſs from one Body into a- 
nothet, effecting ſuch pocky ac- 
by hid- 
den means. But our modern Au- 
thors and Phyſicians are very full 
of their hidden Cauſes and hidden 
Diſeaſes, which to me ſignifies 
no more than fa, fa; and there- 
fore ſhall proceed ro give my 
Reader a plainer and more ſatis- 
factory Reſolve. I have already 
clearly proved to you, that the 
Pox had its firſt riſe from a com- 
plication of a Scurvy, with a man- 
gy Itch, and a commixture of both 
their Cauſes ; ſo that ſhewing the 
internal Cauſes of a Mangineſs and 
Scurvy, you may thence collect the 
internal Cauſe of the Pox. The 
internal cauſe of an Fndemick Scur- 
vy is thick dreggiſh Blood, that 

begins 
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begins to fret, and grows fiery 
ſalt and gnawing ; the inward 
cauſe of Manginets is aduſt Blood 
volatilized, which through its fi- 
erineſs renders the Blood fiery 
ſalt, and itching. Now ſuppoſe a 
Frenchman, that 1s troubled with 
an extreme fiery itching Mangi- 
neſs, or rather a ſaline Lympha, by 
reaſon of the fierineſs of his Blood, 
and acting the part of a furious 
Goat, with a fretted Neapolitan 
Whore, that's troubled with a deep 
fiery Scurvy, the very Eſſence of 
this Salt, fiery and itching Blood 
flyeth out in ſteems into the Bo- 
dy of the Neapolitan Whore, where 
meeting with the ſteems of her 
fiery gnawing Scorbutick Blood, 
do unite and knit together into 
perfect little ſteemy Bodies, or A- 
roms, which ou muſt neceſſarily 
conceive to be very Malignant, 


ulcering, gnawing, and fiery, ſo 
that the next that converſes with 
this Whore, muſt needs draw theſe 


ulcering 
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ulcering ſteems into his Body, 
where through their gnawing, ma- 
lignant and ulcerous quality, they 
cauſe a Running of the Reins, or 
Ulcers in the Yirge, or other pocky 
Accidents. Next, ſuppoſe theſe lit-

Of the Signs, Symptoms, and 
Prognoſtecks of the Pox, 
Ranning of the Rems, Bu- 
boes, and Shankers. 


14. O deſeribe the ſigus and 
ſymptoms, or accidents 

of the Pox; it will be expedient, 
Firſt, to fer down what pickle a 
Man finds himſelf in preſently af- 
ter he hath converſed with a pocky 
Wench, namely a ſharpneſs of 
Urine, and preſſing to make wa- 
ter, though he made water but 
zuſt before; a heat in his Virge, 
which ſoon after occaſions an e- 
rection, and conſequently a 4 
ire 
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ſire to repeat his former act, and 
ſo having finiſh'd his complement 
once more, he immediately be- 
gins to dribble hot and ſharp U- 
rine by little and little, or ſome- 
times by drops only ; the next 
day he finds himſelf ſore all abour 
his Limbs, dull, heavy, and me- 
lancholly, and a little gleeting 
at his Virge, eſpecially if he ſqueeſe 
it out hard with his hand; two, 
or three, or four days after, he 
may ſqueeſe out a greaſie yellow 
matter; ſome Eight, Ten, Twelve, 
or Fourteen days after, ( in ſome 
ſooner, and in others longer, it 
begins to.drop yellow and green- 
iſh, and ſtain his Shirt, which 
12 is therefore called by the 
Dutch a Drooper, and by us a Vi- 


rulent, Gonorrhee, or a Pock y Run- 
ning of the Reins. The French 
name it an Chaude Piſſe, or a Scal-

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15. This Pocky Running of the 
Reins is ſometime accompanied 
with a terrible hot pricking and 
ſmarting Urine, and an often E- 
redtion of the Virge, feeling hard, 
and knotty like a Cord, and there- 
fore its called a Cordee,whichCordee 
is extreamly pricking and painful, 
inſomuch that one cannot endure 
to touch himſelf, or ſuffer any 
thing elſe to touch him ; beſides 
the extremity of the pain cauſes 
the Head of the Virge to turn 
downward, and ſeem crooked. ._ 
16. This is the common caſe 
Men find themſelves in, though 
ſome again may trade with the 
lame Wench, that gave others a 
Running of the Reins, and may 
855 off with heat and ſharpneſs of 
Urine, a few flight flying pains 
of the Shins, Thighs, and Arms, 
without any thing elſe. Others 
again eſcape the Running of, the 
Reins, and ſharpneſs of Urine, 
een 
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ot longer, get an cating Ulcer, or 
fore upon the Head of the Virge, 
or the Ski 1 that covers it, or in 
the paſſage they make their water 
through; This tort of eating Ul- 
cer is called a Shanker, which oft 
proves ſo Malignant, that in few 
days it will rot and eat off the 
whole Virge. Sometimes when 
there is a Shanker, or cating ſore 
in the Urethra, or paſſage of the U- 
rine, there will be apt to grow 
proud Fleſh out of ir, which cau- 
ſes one to piſs in dquble ſtreams, 
and in time doth quite ſtop up the 
paſſage, and ſo hinder one from 
making Water this is called a 
Caruncle. Some upon a Pocky ad- 
venture eſcape the forementioned 

accidents, bur inſtead of em, 
they get a painful little butron 
in their Groin, which is named 
a Poulain; this in few days will 
grow bigger, red, and inflamed ; 
ſometimes to the bigneſs of a Pidge- 
ons or Hens Egg, and then it's 

f termed 
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termed a Venereal Bulo, feeling 
full of pain, looks very red and 
angry, and for the moſt part the 
party hath a Fever with it, and 
a fcalding Urine. Other times 
there will appear a Blain or bliſter 
upon the or head of the Virge, 
commonly called a Chryftal{in. - Ve- 
nereal, or Pocky Warts generally 
grow about the Prepare, (or the 
top of the Skin, that covers the 
Yard, ) and upon the Glaus, and 
ſometimes all over the Yard. Pothy 
Grandoes axe little hard knots; of 
the bigneſs of a Pea, appearing in 
the ſame places pocky Warts do. 
Women are troubled with the 
ſame accidents, and ſome others, 
vir: virulent Coutſes, that look

and ſometimes thin, ſharp, and 
gnau ing.

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Further, I will tell you the differ- 
ent Opinions of Phyſicians upon a 
Running of the Reins. Moſt do 
judge the running to proceed from 
Ulcers of the Proſtats, they ſhould 


have ſaid Veſiculæ Seminales, being 


{mall Bladders lying at the root 
of the Virge, that are made for lit- 
.tle Ciſterns to keep the Seed in. 
This certainly is erroneous, for if 
thoſe miſtaken Proſtats, being 
ſpermatick . ſhould be lcered, and 
in part eaten away, they could 
neyer be cured and. healed up, 
and ſo -conſequenzly a man woylg 
be troubled, with the Running for 
ever. Others are of Opinion, the 
.runnipg procegds from a weakneſs 
of rhe; ſaid - ſpermatick, ot ſeedy 
Veſſels, and ſo are rendred inca- 
pable of retaining the Seed. Here 
they ſuppoſe the matter, that drops 
out at the Yard, to gleet from the 
. miſtaken. Proſftars, if ſo, then, ne- 
ceſſarily they, would abe Ulcered

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infected Seed, and fo conſequently: 
as I ſhewed before, be rendred in- 
curable. But after all, its certain, 
that the matter that drops out at 
the Yard, is neither Sced or ſeedy 
for Sced be it never fo- much al- 
tered, hot, yellow or green, yet 
it will keep its clammineſs and be 
ropy, ſo that it may be drawn 
from one another between ones Fin- 
gers, whereas that which gleets in 
the Running of the Reins, is not at 
all clammy/ or ropy. nor can. it be 
un between the Fingers; but 
falls all into ſmall drops, and is 
perfect matter, ſuch as is bred in 
Ulcers. Beſides, ſhould all that 
dropping in a Pocky Running bz 
Seed, it would waſta Man to no- 
thing; moreover, its common for 
Men, that have a Pocky Running 
upon them, to beget ſound Chil- 
dren, which is a ſign the Seed is 
free from infection for ſome time. 
Wherefore E conclude the Pocky 
Running of the Reins to be an

afterwards it gre'xs mica, clear

why the gleeting proves ropy and 
clear at laſt, when a Running of 
the Reins is almoſt Cured. 

To theſe I'll add a new Symp-

quick, low, ſoft, Pulſes. Their 
Blood after Bleeding looks blewiſh,. 
or like aſhes. Heats riſing from 


the Loins to the Stomach, Breaſt, 


Shoulders, up the Head; aptneſs 


to be Feveriſh every day; ſome 


grow very lean with the Pox, others 


grow fat with it, but their fat is 
yellowiſh, greeniſh, or wateriſh ; 
their looks arc very changeable,

low, greeniſh, blewiſh, or ſwarthy ; 


Ulcers chat are foul, hard, and cal- 
lous, or over cruſted with a black- 
iſh Scurf, the Fleſh being raw and 
deep red.

Hands, Tets, Fundament, Lips, and 
Pterygomata ; thick, ſore, inflamed 
Lips, gleeting a thin fharp Water,

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Skin, or thin limber Scurf, that 
eaſily peels off; broad, dry, une- 
ven Scabs, ſtragling about the Bo- 
dy ; outward cruſty Ulcers of the 
Noſe, and rotten eating Ulcers 
within it, a rottenneſs of the Bones 
of the Noſe ; a Malignant Polypus, 
or purple piece of Fleſh growing 
within the Noſe; Malignant Fiſtu- 
la's or Iſſues about the Eyes; 
Pocky painful Piles, Malignant 
Swellings and Fiſtula's of the Fun- 
dament; eating. Ulcers and Inflam- 
mations of the Palate, and Almonds 
under the Ears, a Cancered creep- 
ing Thruſn, ſcabby Eye- lids, a Ma- 
lignant Inflammation of the Eye, a 
dleer dimneſs of the Eyes, the 
Whites whereof oft turn yellow, 
reddiſh, or blewiſh, great ugly 
Warts about the Hands, Lips, and 
Face, Tetters of the Face, Breaſt, 
Belly, and Privities. 

19. The ſigns of a 7horow Pox, 
are furious Night-pains in the 
Joiats, fixt inſuflerable Head-aches, 
gnawing

20. A Child gets the Pox oft 
times from a Pocky Nurſe, by ſuck- 
ing her Breaſts, and then it ap- 
pears in eating Scabs, and Blains 
at the Lips, likewife ſmall red 
burning Pimples about the Lips, 
Ring- 
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Ring-worms about the Chin, In- 
flammations of the Lips and inſide 
of the Mouth, a Malignant fiery 
Thruſh. 1 FO 
21. The ſame ſigns appear, when 
a Man gets the Por * Kidding 
Pocking Lips. The ſigns of a poc- 
ky Nurſe are creeping purple P im- 
ples about the Nipple, with black 
{pots upon em, the Nipple In- 
flames, and is apt to be cloven. 
After all this take notice, that ſel- 
dom or never all the ſigns do meet 
in one Body, buc only ſuch as are 
agreeing with the complexion; as 
thoſe of a Sanguine Complexion, 
are troubled with red ſpots, pim- 
ples about their Fore - head, and 
over their whole Body; others of 
a Phlegmatick conſtitution, with 
Night-pains and hard ſwellings. 
Pocky Ulcers commonly attend 
cholerick Bodies. Some again are 
marked with a great number of 
ſigns, others with two or thrce 
only. Laſtly obſerve, that oy 
0 
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of theſe foremention ſigns do ac 


company other Diſeaſes, as Pim- 
ples, Ulcers, and Night-pains , 
which PII inſtruct you how to di- 
ſtinguiſn. 1. If Pimples, Ulcers, 
or pains do appcar after a Man 
hath had to do with a common 
Woman, its very probable they are 
pocky. 2. If a Man be troubled 
with Pimples, Ulcers, or pains, 
upon a Running of the Reins, 
{welling in the Groin, or catin 

ſore of the Yard, they are likewiſe 
Pocky. 3. Pocky pimples gene- 
rally have a black ſpeck a top, 
which peels off like Scurf. Pocky 
Night-pains are for the moſt part 
felt in the middle of a Limb, be- 
tween the two Joynts, deep in 
the Fleſh, and next to the Bone. 
They begin to rage in the Even- 
ing, and ceaſe in the Morning at 
Sun-riſing.

22. Itherto we have prefented 
4 you with an Inventory 
of the whole Retinue of the Pox 


ſince the 25th. Ohympias, computing 
from the Ara of its nativity. In 

what equipage that Evil maintain» 
ed it ſelf before in its tender years, 
is the remainder and ſubject of this 
Article. None can give us a bet- 
ter account of ' thoſe Tranſactions, 
than the Primitive Tralian Writers. 
Gaſpar Torrella the firſt of ancient 
Gallick Writers, and Phyfician to 
Pope Alexander the Sixth, in pur- 
ſuance of his Holineſſes Commands 
(who found himſelf ſomewhat a- 
mazed 
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mazed at the fury of this Diſeaſe, 
the ſpring thereof being fo 
near) within two or three Years 
birth of that Monſter, did moſt 
excellently diſſect it into four parts, 
viz. A Treatiſe of the Pudendagra 
(whichDenomination he was . 4 
of, not daring to call it Frexch or 
Neapolitan Pox, by reaſon of the 
Vicinage of both Armies) in gene- 
ral; a Di of the pains of the 
P ra; 2 Treatiſe of Puden- 
ical Ulcers; and a fourth or 
Counſels. | 
Nicholavs Loonicenus chiefly com- 
ments upon the Name and Origi- 
nation of that Diſeaſe, skips over 
che Cure, and forgets the Symp- 
toms ; an Author far ſhort of the 
other, whom nevertheleſs Scanaro- 
lus, libr. de morb. Gall. in prefat. and 
Muſa acknowledge the firſt Writcr 
of the Gallick Diſeaſe ; but errone- 
ouſly, the ſame Nicholas his Book 
not coming into light before ſome 
ten or fifteen Years after, whereas 
its

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its apparent many, as Barthel. Mon- 


tagu an. ſenior in Conci/, Sebaſtian. 
Aquilanus lib. de mord. Gali. and o- 
thers, had divulged their Tracts 
within few years after the Siege of 
N-;ples before mentioned. Leonice- 
cus his Treatiſe, or rather a Diſpu- 
tation held, and firſt printed at Fer- 
rara, afterwards at Bolognia, was 


no fooner abroad, but impugnated 


by ſeveral of his own Scholars, 
Natalis Mm eſarrus lib. de mar. Ga- 
lico, Jacobus Cataneus de mor. gall. 
Joban. Bapt. Mcntav. de mor. gall. 
the firſt Aſſertor of the Opinion, 
that annumerates the Pox to Co- 
lum bus his Cargo. Manardus in Epi- 
ala 1. de Js. all. a great Op- 
ponent of his ſaid Maſter, &c. An- 
ten. Scanarolus was his only Diſci- 
ple that embraced his Document. 
Among the Germans, Ulrich Van 
Hutten was the firſt Writcr of the 
Pox, and his Father, if not the 
firſt, was one of the firſt that was 
Tnfefted among the Germans. He- 
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welin Floct the next, and his Trea- 
tile was divulged in 1514. juſt 
twenty Vears after the Infection. 


Lecunbard Schmai of Saltzburg, put 


forth his Book upon the ſame ſub- 
ject about ſeven or eight Years af- 


ter Floct. Nicholas Poll is alſo an 


ancient Writer. The Spanzards 


were ſomewhat: more tardy in Wri- 


ting, than the Germans ; however 
Joan. Almenar was the firſt Gallick 
Author among them, and famous 
for curing 'the Contagion at that 
time, wrote ſome five or ſax Chap- 
ters upon it. Aloyſfus Lobera imi- 
rated him à while after; the ſub- 
ject of his Diſcourſe made one of 
the Spaniſh Court Diſcaſes. Andre- 
as Veſalius was the firſt Author a+ 
-mong the Flemmings, and was the 
moſt famous Anatomiſt of his time, 
and of all ſince in his Diſſection of 


Muſcles, his Figures being the ex- 


acteſt and plaineſt of all others. 


His renown cauſed the King of 


Spain to ſend for him from Bruſ- 
ſels, 
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ſels, to make him his chief Phyſi- 
cian : But it hapned that a Noble 
Man of S being his Patient di- 
ed, whom ſometime aſter for ſa- 
tisſaction of his Relation, to ſhew 
them the cauſe of his Death, he o- 
pened, but coming to diſſect his 
Heart they diſcover d it to move, 
for, which he was Sentenced by the 
Tnquijition to have his Head cut off, 
which ſeyerity of Juſtice was af- 
terwards (at the carneſt Sollicita- 
tion of the King ), remitted into a 
Pilgrimage to i alem on foot, in 
"Which he died. This only by the

24. Among the reſt of my Diſ- 
courſes I can fcarce omit the ſtrange 
fare of Names, parcicularly that of 
Alexanters, as you may read in la- 
tina de wviris Pontif. viz. In 
Alexander the Fifth's Reign, Rome 
was purfued by a calamitous 
Plague : After the Reception of 
Alexander the Sixth, it was aſſaul- 
ted by the French Pox, and the 
higheſt over-flowing of the River 
Herr, throwing up all Naſtineſs, 
and ſtinking poiſonous Stcems of 
Carrion (which latter Leonicenus 
aſſerts the cauſe of the former) as 
Pompomus elegantly deſcanes, 


Tempore Alex andri Sexti Noniſque Decembris, 
Intumuit Tybris bis ſenas cirtiter ulnas, © 
Inſula queq; domus fatta oft; mediiſq, repente 


Circumdutta uiis equabat lymba feneftras, 


Next whilft the Mitre ſtood upon 
Alexander the Seventh's head the 
Roman} eſcaped another French ſeou- 
ring, being upon che brink of a 
1 French 
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French Invaſion, for an Affront of- 
fer'd to the Duke of Cregui, their 
Ambaſſador, by the Pope's Cor/;- 
can Guards, for which they were 
obliged ro erect a Column to their 
own ſhame, and Satisfaction of the 
French King. Rome felt her ſelf 


much ſicker of this laſt Ga/ick Di- 


ſtemper (for it was my fortune to 
be there) than poſſibly ſhe could 
be of the other. The French Pox 
in its infancy differs as much from 
its ſelf in its conſiſtent Age, as dry 
Gunpowder from wet ; for then it 
ſuddenly blaſted many, ſince its 
ſomewhat tempered, and gradual- 
ly makes its progreſs againſt the 
Patient. Such was the fury of its 
combuſtion, that in ten days it 
blew up at leaſt ten Thouſand 
Frenchmen, whoſe horrible defœda- 
tion (as an ancient Author ob- 
ſerves) was more nauſeous; and of- 
fenſive to the ſight of the Infected, 
than the very Tormentsrthemſelyes. 
Drinking out of the ſame Wan 
e the 
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the ſame Napkins, Shects, Shirts, 
Hoſe, or any thing belonging to a 
Gallica», was enough to blaſt a 
ſound body; and upon kiſſing, al- 


though but a ſuperficial Contact, 


the Lips took fire immediately. The 
Contagion was to cle aving, that 
the French Magillrates were forced 
to provide againſt it, as Paponus 
relates /:zv. 6. Fit. 1 Arreſt. 11.

— into Hrarte, been fo 2 
treamly abominated, that 
Bf ju eg 
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that were tainted therewith, were 
judged infective, and compelled 
out of Towns, that they might be 
ſeparated from the Company of 
thoſe that were H-althy, like as 
if they had been Lepe:s; and fo it 
was exprelt in the Arreſt or Decree 
of the 4th of March 1495. but ſince 
time having made Diſcovery of 
effective Remedies, this Evil is 
grown ſo Familiar, that the Decree 
is of no conſequence. 
The Infection once catch'd, in- 
ſtantly Lamed the Patient in all his 
Limbs, dozed his Intellectuals, 
caſt him into a continual dozing 
Poſture, into Frights, Fears, Me- 
lancholy, and a ſtrangely changed 
countenance. Upon a foul Copu- 
lation, cruſty. black ſanious de- 
vouring Ulcers or Soars, did eat 
holes into the Yard, like Can- 
ccrs, yea ſome of thofe Can- 
cers or Shankers made but three 
or four Suppers in Devouting the 
whole Virge ; ſoon after (as Alex. 
WRT: D Petro- 
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Petronius de morb. Gall. lib. 1. Cap. 1. 
| aſſerts) their Eyes, Noſe, Lips, 
| Uuula, and the Fpiglottis were 
| Eaten off; whence ſucceeded a 
Pocky Hoarſneſs ; others ſpoke 
'Whitpering, and ſome quite loſt | 
their Speech. Cacoethic or Ma- 
lignant Ulcers in ſeveral parts of 
the Body, Diabroſis, or rottenneſs 
of the Bones, Gangrenes, Flying 
heats, great running Scabs, reſem- 
bling a Leproſie, ſometimes a Tet- 
ter, a St. Anthonies Fire, Variega- 
ted Puſtles or Pimples of ſeveral 
colours that exchanged into Sor-

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24. The firſt Climatterick, where- 

in the Pox changed in Tempera- 
ment, was the "Thirteenth Year, 
when according to AncientWriters, 
Puſtles or Pimples were leſs ſeen, 
but more frequently Gummes and 
Pains; red and thick Urins chang- 
cd in a thinner Liquor, and Trani 
parent colour, with a ſmall Nubes 
or cloud, but divulſed. The Blood 
which formerly after being drawn, 
congealed into an Aſh Colaur 
Phleam, appeared with a better 
face, the Teeth began to keep 


their hold. Thirty Years after 
that again, thoſe Puſtles quite dif- 


appeared, the pains were very 
much moderated, and Ulcers and 
tumours fewer in number. 

25. About the 25th Ohm pias, 
or the Hundredrh Year, . Bernardus 
Tomitanus (de Morb. Gall. (ib. 2. 
cap. 1.) Wrote an ingenious Tract, 
wherein he tells you, ſome new. 
Symproms appeared, viz. ſhedding ' 
of the Hair of the Head, Brows, 

D 2 Eye- 
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Eyc-lids and Beard, then vulgarly 
called Pe/arola (or T ylo;1s-or Sorac) 
as An!'onius Muſa atrefteth ; the o- 


ther new comer ( according to 


Braſſavolus de Murb. Gall. in initio ) 
was a Gonorrhea, an immediate fore- 
runner of the ſaid Pellarola. Theſe 
two Attendants were ſo common 
in the Precited Bernards time, that 
ſcarce one infected perſon among: 
a Thouſand eſcaped them. A 
third new Upſtart was, the loſs of 
Nails, by the Italians termed Us- 
gariola. Theſe Muſa Braſſavolus 
aſſerts, to be Budded out in his time, 
tome Twenty Years before the 
Edition of his Book, bur liſts two 
more among their number, viz. the 
the loſs of their Eyes, ſometimes 
preceding, other times following a 
Depilation, or ſhedding of the Hair, 
and was Vulgarly called Occhiorolla; 


the other is the falling out of the 


Teeth, called Deytaro/la; both 
which, notwithſtanding, the Gra- 
vity of this Writer, I fiad recorded 

in 
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in far Ancienter Writers among the 
firſt Fruits of the Pox. Fallapius 
adds another Novel, viz. The Tin- 
ning of the Ears, which arrived 
Eiglh:t Ycars before the Edition of 
his Zook. 

25. Not to be deficient in re- 
ſpects to antiquity, I ſhall propote 
tome Emblems of the Pox, ex- 
tracted our of the Ancienteſt Ga!- 
lick Authors, whereby the Rude- 
neſs of the malady will appear more 
lively. Gaſpar Torrella Cinſ. 1. de- 
ſcribes the Journal of tlie Pox upon 
one Nichol. Valentin, Aged 24, who 
next day after his Debauchery 
with a foul Wench, was ſurpriſed 
with a Virulent fordid Ulcer in his 
Virge; within ſix Days he was 
taken with moſt inſufferable Night- 
pains of his Head, Neck, Shoul- 
ders, Arms, Legs and ſides, eſpe- 
cially in the Muſcles, with conti- 
nual wakefulnels : The Tenth day 
diſcovered many Puſtules ( ſome of 
them were groſs and cruſty ) in bis 
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Head,. Face and Neck. Another 
the ſame Author mentions, Aged 
45, his Virge Ulcerated immedi- 
ately ; Thirty days after, awaking 
out of his Sleep, found himſelf 
penciled all over with broad red 
ſpots, peeling off in Scales like bran; 
five days after that again he began 
to be Rack d. with horrible pains of 
the Head, Neck, and Shoulders, 
and broke out into a rich number 
of Caibuncles, and ſaſtidious bot- 
ches, which occaſioned the World 
to ſhun him, as if he had been a 
Leper. 

27. Ulrich van Hutten had the 
hard Fortune of being one of the 
firſt objects the Pox exerciſed its. 
Cruelty upon, which had ſcarce 

den abroad two Ycars, but made 
Seizure of this Young Knight, who 
afcerwards made a ſad Complain 
of his bad uſage in a Learned 
Tract; his Nocturnal Pains were 
ſuch, that his deareſt Friends out 
of Commiſeration perſwaded him 


rather 
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rather to chuſe Death by ſome 
Poiſon, to determine his miſery; 
his Body was horribly Dilacerated 
with Dyſepulotic and Doloriſic 
Ulcers, which no ſooner tended to 
a Cicatrice in one place, but bur- 
ſted out again in another; he was 
rendred Lame of one Leg Nine 
Vears together; his Shin Bone lay 
uncovered, by reaſon of inflamed 
fordid Ulcers; he had an Excre- 
ſcence upon his Ancle, hard like a 
Stone or Bone, and a pungent Tor- 
turing pain underneath,in ſuch man- 
ner, that if he went to ſtand upon 
it, he thought Hell could not Pa- 
rallel his Torture: In Concluſion. 
the Pox never Rack'd or Tortur'd 
any Man worſe, ( according to his- 
own, and other of his Coæval 
Writers atteſtations) than this un- 
fortunate German : He had been 
Salivated or Fluxt Eleven times 
with a Mercurial Oyntment ; pur- 
ged for Seven Years together al- 
moſt eyery other day, and gone 
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through above an Hundred ſeveral 
Courics: How he was Cured ar 
laſt, you may read in ſome of the 
methods hereafter mentioned. By 
the way, you nay take Notice, 
in how ſhort a time the Traffick 
of this Pecky Merchandize was 
ſpread all Europe over; for it was 
within two Years this Cavalier 
was blaſted in a Country ſo remote 
as Germany is from Naples, and ve- 
ry likely, the Frexch returning to 
France Within le!s than a Year from 
the Siege of N-ples, as did alſo 
many of the Spaniards to Spaix, 
being all ſufficiently Freighted, 
{oon diſtributed their Cargo to all 
places where they had any dea- 
lings. 

Bur its ſtrange the Pex ſhould be 
ſo rough, and make no difference 
of Perſons, ſince it had its Educa- 
tion among lo genteel and courte- 
ous a Nation as the French. Berr. 
7 omitanus libr. 2. cap. 16. remarks, 

chat it furiouſly ſeized on that moſt 
| in incible 
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invinciblePotentateEmperorChar/es 
the Fifth. Riverius in his Ob/ervatr. 
obſerves, it dealt very ruggidly 
with Henry the Third of France, 
upon whom I once read a pretty 
ſort of a Story, but in what Au- 
thor I cannot juſtly tell. The Sym- 
yn that did moſt incommode 

im, was a raging Head-ach, a- 
gainſt which the Phyſicians con- 
cluded an Iſſue on the fore- part of 

his Head, or Skull, to be the laſt 
Remedy. This fontanel, or Iſſue, 
oft- times ran over, and moiſtned 
the Hair of his Forehead, which 
being dried made the Hair appear, 
as if it had been gummed. Many 
Gentlemen took notice of this, and 
imagining the King had gummed 
the Hair of his Forehead to make 
a Mode of it, immediately did 
imitate him, and ſo Gumming of 
the Foretop grew an abſolute Mode. 
Nichol. Maſſa lib. de mord. gall. cap. 

. ſpeaks of a French Prince, who 
had loſt a great part of the carti- 
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laginous, or upper part of his Wind- 
Pipe by a Pocky Ulcer, which 
whilſt it was open depriv'd him of 
his. Speech. Barthol. Montagnana 
Junior in Conſil. de morb. gall. was 
follicired for his Advice by the 
Vice-King of Hungary, a renowed - 
Biſhop; who was ſorely tormented 
with the Pox. Sir: Richard Baker 
in writing Cardinal Woo/ſley's Im- 
peachment, takes notice of an 
Article, accuſing him to have 
breathed upon the King, whilſt the 
faid Cardinal was diſeaſed of the 
Poc. But more ſtrange than all 
this, Aloyſius Lobera in his Book of 
the. four Court Diſeaſes repotts, 
Auguſtus Ceſar to have been trou- 
Sled with an inveterate Pox, but

Cumpriſing the Prognoſtcks of 
the PO X.- 


VV i ſtate and danger 
V misſortuned Patients 


are placed in, ought to be ſet down 
next: A Venereal ſcalding of the 
Urine, if neglected, changes into 
an excoriation of the Vet hra, 
thence unto cating. Ulcers, which: 
oft devour great pieces of Fleſh, and 
bore holes quite through, through - 
which the Urine oft paſles, as they 
make it. Thole Sores or Ulcers - 
afrerwards tend to incurable Fiſtu- 
{a's, or elfe grow out into proud 
Fleſh; thenee called a+ Caruncl, 
which immediately cauſeth a ſtop- 
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page of Urine, a ſymptom of very 
dangerous importance. A Venereal 
ſcalding of the Urine and a drib- 
bling, otherwiſe called a Venereal 
Stranzury, do oft through their 
Neighbourhood turn into an Ul- 
cer of the Bladder, which for the 
moſt part proves incurable, if in 
the Membranous part ; though in 
the Fleſhy part admits ſometimes 
of a difficult Cure. A Shawker, if 
neglected, threats to devour the 
whole Member. A Shanker not be- 
ing exquiſitely Cured, rurns into a 
calloſity, which afterwards proves 
of very difficult Cure. Theſe cal- 
loſities ſometimes appear in the 
ſhape of a hard puſtle ; othertimes 
grow flat, and are ſubje to vary 


.in colour. A Bubo returning in- 


to the Body, forctells a Pox; if 
hard and difficult to ripen, ſigni- 
fies a ſtrong Infection. A Runn- 
ing of the Reins after Eight 
Months proves obſtinate. A ſe- 
cond Gouorrhe upon a former, 

though 
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though Cured, is oft of a worſe 
conſequence, than a ſingle Frontier 
Pox without a Gonorrhee. A third 
Gonorrhbe after a tedious Cure 
ſometimes leaves an incurable 
gleeting behind it. A Gonorrhe 
iſſuing immediately in a yellow or 
greeniſh matter, is inſtantly attend- 
ded with a Cordee; and foretells a 
long Cure. A Gonorrhee that did 
not burſt out before Ten, Fifteen, 
or Twenty days, after the Infe- 
ion, proves to be of a difficult 
Cure. A yellowiſh Gonorrhe up- 
on Amendment rurns white and 
thick, thence white and thin. A 
Gonorrhe that's ſtopt by adſtrin- 
gent Mcdicines immediately burſts 
out into Joint Pains, Bubo's, or 
Inflammations of the Cods. A 
Gonorrhe grows much worſe upon 
frequent converſes with Wenches 
before a Cure. Sometimes a Go- 
norrhe will ſtop of it ſelf, and 
then commonly burſts out again 
more violently, it may be a Month 

| ; afrer, 
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after, and ſometimes Eight, Ten, 
or Twelve Months after, as I have 
obſerved in ſeveral without the 
leaſt fenewing. of their accident: 
The fame happens now and then, 
if a Gonorrhe be ſtopt by adſtrin- 
gents: I have known the Cure of 
an ordinary Virulent Gonorrhe 
continued a whole year together, 
though performed with as much 
exactneſs as experience and the 
Rules of Art could preſcribe, and 
yet to little purpoſe ; Which not. 
withſtanding I have Cured by fre- 
quent Bleeding, two or three Bo-- 
lass of Caſſia and Manna, with a 
Decoction of Mallows and Plan- 
tain, and the addition of the mu- 
cilage of Gum Arabick. So that 
you ate to ſuppoſe that the viru- 
lency was extinguilh'd by the for- 
mer Cure; and che Flux of acri- 
monious and torrid humours di- 
verted by the Bleedings and purg- 
es; and the Acrimony obruſed by 
the Decoction; whereupon the ſper- 

matick 
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matick parts ſoon recovered their 
former temperament, together with 
their retentive faculty. A Conffrm d 
Pox ſucceeding a puſtulous French 
Pox, proves of an eaſie Cure. A 
Pox upon a Bubo that's hard, or 
ſtruck inwards, turns to a Night 
Head-ach, Node, Gums, and Ulcers 
of the Palate, and ſtoops to no 
flight Cure; a Pox upon a Running 
of the Reins turns to Puſtles, and 
ftragling Ulcers, and is eaſier 
Cured than the former; upon a- 
ſcalding of the Urine it turns to 
fome few Puſtles of an eaſie Cure; 
upon a Shanter, changes into No- 
cturnal Night- pains, and thoſe 
ſtubborn; In general, a Liminary 
Pox, as à Gonorrhe, Shanker, &c: 
are eaſily Cured. A Frontier, and 
a Midway Pox being Chronical are 
of an indifferent ſubmiſſion. to re- 
medies ; but a Thorom Pox is in- 
curable. A Maiden Pox promiſes 
an caſic: Cure, but a relapſt Pox, 
er. a: Pox upon: a: former: Pox is 

difficult. 
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difficult. Rough vencreal pains, 
or Gums, Tophes, or gnawing Ul- 
ccrs Without the fore-going or at- 
tendance of Puſtles, threaten more 
miſchief, than if they were attend- 
ed with them. Joynt-pains with- 
out Ulcers, or malign Ulcers with- 
out pains increaſe the Evil. Malig- 
nant ſymptoms, as many deyouring 
Sores, furious pains, 7Tophes, Gums, 
Nodes, rottenneſs of the Noſe, a 
devoured Palate, &c. argue an ill 
buſineſs ; and ſo the Cure differs, 
according to the fierceneſs of ſymp- 
toms, the age of the Diſeaſe, 
ſtrength and remperament of the 
Patient. The breaking out of ma- 
ny red Puſtles, not painful, and 
calily ripening; likewiſe ſoft Tu- 

mors, require no tedious Cure. 
The Pox of it ſelf kills no man, 
but after a long Travail fixes at 
laſt upon one ſymptom, as a pocky 
Hectick, Ulcer of the Kidney, or 
Bladder, Conſumption ofche Lungs, 
Meagrim, Node, Tophe, Dropſie, 
| Night- 
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Night-pains, &c. Which ſeldom 
leave the Patient on this ſide the 
Grave. A Tinning within the 
Ears, Deafneſs, Blindneſs, and loſs 
of Speech are unrecoverable. Boys 
or Girls as they are more expoſed 
to Infection, ſo their Cure is eaſier. 
Old folks are in leſs danger of a 
blaſt, but once ſtormed by an In- 
fection, ſeldom or never are reſcued. 
A Man is eaſier Infected, and ea- 
ſier cured than a Woman. An 
Hereditary Pox is more refractory, 
than an Infection by drinking, 
kiſſing, or ſucking, and that's 
worſe than an Infection by copula- 
tion. Pocky Hecticks, andDropſies, 
are much eaſier mollified, than if 
occaſioned by other cauſes. Laſtly, 
any ſort of Pox, unleſs it be dex- 
trouſly cured is apt to leave an 
incurable Scurvy behind ir.

29. IN what part of the Body is 
the principal Seat of Pocky 
nfettion? 

A. I am obliged to recede here 
from the. Anſwer made to this 
query in the former Editions, be- 
ing miſlead by the Authority of all 
Authors that have Written on this 
Subject, ho unanimouſly make the- 
Liver, or Spleen the Prineipal ſeat 
of the Pox, to which Experience and 
ne my many Arguments do per- 
Great Ve · ſwade me not to pive the 
nus. 7-86. leaſt Aſſent; for very oft 
upon Diſſecting of bodies deceaſed 
of the Pox, the Liver and _ 

e 
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have appeared as ſound as in per- 
fons expircd of other Diſeaſes, yea 
much Sounder than in thoſe that 
have Died of the Jaundice, N 
and ſeveral other Hypochondriac 
Diſeaſes. Botallus de lue Vener. cap. 
2. Aſſerts, He hath been preſent 
at the Anatomies of many Gallick 
Carcaſes, whoſe Liver appeared 
without fuſpicion of the leaſt injury, 
to which Arbitrage, Borgaratius de 
morb. Gall. cap. 5. contributes his 
Autopſie of many Gallican Diſ- 
ſections at Padua, Paris, and many 
great Cities, whoſe Livers evaded 
all cenſures of Engendring fuclt- 
Evils. 2dly, Were the Liver the 
chief Rendevouz of thoſe conta- 
gious Miaſms, the Parties Urine 
would detect the Hurt, which in 
ſeveral confirm'd Evils I have diſ- 
cern'd exactly reſponding to an 
Healthful Urin, as in colour and 
conſiſtency, ſo in the Hoa; 
for Galen Writes, the Urine a prime 


Tadicant of the Liver and Veins: 
Neithcr 
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Neither is the Heart accuſable 
(though accounted by moſt the 
chief engenderer of the Blood ) 
ſince the Pulſes of many Gallicans 
continue the fame order and Vi- 
gour of motion as formerly. The 
Spleen if injured Evidences, the 
Grievance by the Hemorrhoids, 
. or uneaſineſs of the left fide, 
emorchage at the Noſe, Urin, Cc. 
which Signs are very ofc wanting. 
3dly, Suppoling the Liver the chief 
fource of Pocky Maligaitty, we 
ought to expect aſpeedy and ready 
cure from Purgatives that ehrow 
off chiefly from the entrails, and 
centrical parts; but they are ſel- 
dom ſucceſsful; the confidence of 
a perfect Cure being repoſed in 
external unctions, and groſs ab- 
ſterſive Diaphoreticks ( for ſubtils 
as Ag. Theriac. Spir. corn v cero, &c. 
do Tranſpire without driving any 
thing conſiderable before them, 
except ſome thin Vapours of the 
Serum) 
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Serum) Guaiacum, Sarſa, Saſſafras, Sc. 
which expel the Infection from the 
Frontiers. qthly, The Argument 
of Sennertys borrowed from Fallo- 
pius, for Aſſerting the Liver the 
Original of Venereal Symptoms, 
urges that the ſaid Symptoms be- 
ing adured upon the exrernals b 
the Appulſe of infectious Blood, 
muſt infer the Liver Fountain of 
all (for Cauſa. Cauſe eſt cauſa cau- 
ſati) as being the firſt ſcoure and 
concocter of the Blood, which as 
it acquires its form and eſſence 
from the Liver, ſo neceſlarily the 
impreſſion of Malignity. I anſwer 
Firſt, That Modern Phyſicians ap- 
proving of Circulation, deny the 
fiyporbeſts, viz. That the Liver is 
the primar Hzmapoetick. 2dly, I 
have frequently obſerved the Blood 
of Venereal Perſons; being drawn 
out of the Arm by Phlebotomy, 
to be as Freſh, Sound, and Lauda- 
ble as of the Healthieſt body Li- 
ving, which could ſcarce be were 
| either 
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cither of thoſe Bowels loaded with 
Pocky Miaſms. 3dly, Diſeaſes 
that are cauſed by infectious ſteams 
from without, ſeldom do attack 
thoſe Bowels; for inſtance, the 
Plague, Leproſie, and a deep man- 
gy Itch; in each of theſe expired 
Bodies, have very rarely any marks 
of extraordinary change of thoſe 
Bowels'in Subſtance or colour ; on 
the other hand it may be ſuppoſed, 
that were they Chief engenderers of 
Pocky ſteams, they would be more 


Ulcerous and Rotten than any of 


the External parts (which they ſel- 
dom or never are) according to the 
common Axiom, Propter quod un- 
umquodgue tale eſt, illud magis eff. 
Moreover were thoſe Bowels ſo 
ſubject, to be tainted, every Li- 
minary, Frontier and Midway Pox, 
would be incurable, tho' it cannot 
be denied, but that ſome time to- 
wards the latter part of a Midway 
Pox, and in a 7horow Pox, the Li- 


ver, Spleen and Blood are ſuffici- 
- ciently 
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ciently tainted and putreſied, as 
appears by their yellow, green and 
variegated Complexions; neither 
will I deny, but that oft thoſe 
Bowels, and the Blood may be 
tainted and altered in their Sub- 
ſtance, Temperament, Colour, &c. 
where other Diſeaſes that are ei- 
ther preceding or Concomitant to 
the Pox, add to the miſchief, and 
yet the Pox bears only a part in it. 
Can it be ſupgoſed, where a Pocki- 
ficd Perſon leaks as well, and 
ſometimes better than ever, and 
all his Bowels perform their Functi- 
ons as well as ever, alſo his x- 
creta in as good order as ever 
which I have frequently obſerved 
to be ſo, that his Liver or Spleen 
can be tainted ? Beſides as you will 
read in. the — Tra _ next 

ery, the Bowels being ſtronger 
— . External oo = 
do throw off all Malignity upon 
the External Weaker parts; abun- 
dance of Arguments more might 
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be offer d, were it neceſſary. I ſay 
then, that the part chiefly affected, 
or Seat of a Liminary Pox, is in the 
Membrane of the Urethra, and the 
Glanduls in and about it; for its 
obſervable, that upon a Pocky 
Diſmount, the Cavalier commonly 
(though not always) perceives 
immediately either an Heat of 
Urine, or a Venereal Strangury, 
being occaſioned by Virulent ſteams, 
impelled into the Pores of the 
Urethra, from the contagious party, 
that in an inſtant do corrode and 
diſunite the Texture tHereof, which 
the Salts of the Urine paſſing by, 
do put into an hot pain, and by 
Stimulation cauſe a Strangury. 
There is no pain but in Nervous 
parts, as the Cretbra is, where 
the Animal Spirits being extreamly 
injured, and irritated, are put in- 
to a Violent motion, which cauſing 
af Rarefactien of all the Humors 
in and near chat part, occaſioneth 
the whole Virge to ſwell in a ſhort 
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proceſs of time, thoſe Virulent ſteams

Cellar, and there filled his Belly 
with Small-Beer, which neverthe- 
leſs ſcarce altered him, or retarded 
his Cure; a ſign certainly, that a 
Mercurial Courſe imports leſs dan- 
ger than many others.

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times ſublimed, I have frequently 
made tryal of, without the Con- 
ſequence ofthe leaſt ill Symptom. 
In fine, I judge Mercury ſo far 
diſtant from a Venom, that it is a 
molt ſafe and ſalubrious Medicine, 
excelling many Vegetables and 
Drugs in ſafety and powerful Qua- 
lities, as white Hellebor, Fuphorb. Me- 
zereon, Colocynth. Scammon. through 
whoſe hypercatharfis, and maligni- 
ty I have read, heard, and ſeen 


many more ſent to the ground, 


than what Mercury can be accuſed 
for. Wherefore as theſe in regard 
of their malignity cannot be ſtiled 
a Venom, but malignant, ſo nei- 
ther can Mercury be thought poi- 
ſonous bur malign; for a Poiſon 
is that, which in the leaſt quan- 
tity, cauſeth the greateſt miſ- 
chief; bur Mercur) in a very great 
proportion, namely a Pound or 
two, effects no detriment, or at 
leaſt much leſs than white Helle- 
bor, Euphor. or Mezereon, in a ve- 


ry 
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ry ſinall doſe, viz. ten, or twenty 
Grains; wherefore lels hurtful. T 
do conſent Mercury guilty of ſome 
remarkable hurts, but not the grea- 
reſt, through an improportionate 
Doſe, and that extraordinarily on- 
ly namely in ſome few, it may be 
one in five thouſand. 

_ Thoſe objected ill Succeſſes a- 
riſe, cither from the malignity al- 
lied to a certain ſort of Mercury, 
or the unskilful preparation, or ſi- 
niſter exhibition of the phyſick Pra- 
cticer. To the firſt, Mercury is ve- 
ry various in its Kinds, which ſpe- 
cify it with a pernicious malignity. 
or ſalubrious vertues. There is a 
ſort of a Mercury, thar's found in 
great drops in Gold, Silver, Lead, 
Pewter, and other metallin Mines ; 
likewiſe in Mercurial Veins, which 
oft are ſo pregnant, that they 
ſquirt out drops to the ſurface in 

e Graſs ; the other ſort is that, 
whick Galen calls Hydrargyron, or 
artificial Mercury, forced through

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heat out of Foſſil minium, or natu- 
ral Cinnabur. The manner of it 
read in Victrur. Dioſcorid. Agricel. 
Anton. Gall. Sc. So that Mercury 
derives irs Malignity from a con- 
tribution of Arſenical, Cobaltous, or 
other Poyſonous Spirits, to thoſe 
of Mercury, whilſt ic yer depended . 
upon the Confuſion of its Plaiſtick 
Vapors, within the Womb of the 
Earth. Its benignity reſults from 
the purity of its Conſtituents, for 
which minial Mercury, or Flunga- 
rian Cinabrin Mercury is commen- 
ded beyond all other forts, di- 
{tinguiſh'd from Arſenical or Co- 
balrous. Mercury, by paſſing it thro 
a piece of ſhammy Leather, the 
pure leaving few or no blackiſh 
Dreggs behind ir; or being di- 
ſtill' q, paſſes intirely without ſtain- 
ing the bottom of the Alembit; 
or being fumed away out of a 
Spoon tinges. it only with filver 
Spots, whereas the other leaves a 
ved or black ſtain, This premiſed,

I fay, 1. Thoſe Goldſmiths arrived 
ro- their diſaſter by uſing Arſenical, 
or Cobaltous Mercury. 2. Poſſibly 
the weakneſs of their Brain was a 
chief occaſion of thoſe Animal 
hurts; for thouſands of Artificers 
of ſtronger Conſticutions are im- 
ployed about crude Mercury, wich- 
our receiving the leaſt hurt.

nical or Biſmuthal, or ordinary pre- 
paration can.diveſt:it.of its matig-- 
nity, ſo that its no · wonder tome. 
Tuwrbiths,. Precipitates, , and Mer-- 
curius Vitæ, have proved fatal to 
ſo many. 
But that Mercurius Dulcis ſhould 
have proved fo mortal, appears a 
greater chance, though eaſily diſ- 
covered, where the fault lies. A-

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pothecaries generally buy their mi- 
neral Medicines from Chymiſts, 
who for the moſt part buy their 
Merc. Sublimate corroſive from the 
Druggiſts, where they may have it 
at cheaper Rates than they can pre- 
pare it themſelves ; becauſe beyond 
Sea (in /raly and Germany) they 
make their Su#/imare out of the 
worſt ſort of Mercury, and the fi- 
neſt and pureſt they fell crude, but 
at a dearer Rate. And to render 
their Droſſy Sublimates more Cry- 
ftalline, they ſublime them with a 
conſiderable proportion of Arſenict, 
the true riſe of all thoſe Hurts that 
are cauſed by Mercurius Dulcis. 
Laſtly, Phyſick Practieers are 
oft reproachable for adviſing Mer- 
curials indiſtinctly without conſi- 
dering the Patients 7diofyncrafta, 
there being ſome, whoſe nature is 
as it were, by Antipathy, contra- 
ry to all Mercurials, or particu- 
larly to this or that preparation. 
2. Others are through ſome Ad- 
ventitious 
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ventitious Weakneſſes and Diſea- 
ſes, incapacitated to take Mercu- 
rials. 3. Great hurts may enſue 
upon exceſſive Doſes, or ill timed 
Exhibitions of Mercurials, Bodies 
not being prepared. In fine, Mi- 
nerals may be Compared to ſharp 
Raſors, requiring a ſteddy and 
Skilful hand in thoſe that uſe 
them. 

Having removed the Scandal 
from Mercurials, my further pur- 
poſe is to inquite, whether Mercury 
be veſted with a Specific Anti- 
dotary Vertue againſt the Pox. Ag- 
wilanus, Fraucant, Tomitan, Torrel. 
Saxon. Fernel. &c. Unanimouſly 
declare Mercurial Cures, Palliative, 
Sophiſtic, dangerous and extreme 
inful. Huttenus atteſts, That in 
his time ſcarce one in an Hundred

41. HE Gigantean Cure is only 
proper for ſuch Bodies as 

cannot be Salivated hy the laſt fore- 
mentioned, and therefore muſt 
ſteer the courſe preſcribed here, 
viz. Ancinting the Wriſts, Palms 
of the Hands, Fecr, Shins, Shoul- 
ders, Elbows, and ſometimes the 
Backbone, once a Day, and ſome-

Obſerv. This Cure carries much 
more danger with it than the fore- 
going, and therefore is not to be 
thought upon, without the advuire of.

This is 
the ſame Medicine, whereby ſome 
Empirics pretend in five or ſix Do- 
ies, to Cure any ſort of Pox; for 
which piece of ſervice they do ve- 
ry well deſerve a Rope for their 
Fee, This is alſo the ſame Medi- 
cine the Italian called the Prince, 
that was a long time Priſoner in the 
Fleet, made ule of, with this Pre- 
caution ; that thoſe that took it 
were to be arm'd with a wonderful 
Patience ( and abſtinence from any 
fort of Drink) againſt the great 

Thirſt they were to ſuffer. 
Its probable the abovementioned 
de Vigo was incouraged to hazard 
this formidable Mineral within the 
body upon Paulus his Teſtimony, 
who in J,. 7. Aſlerts, that many 
in his time gave Argent. viv. cre- 
matim 
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matum ( as they term'd it) in Cho- 
licks and Bilious Diſtempers. 


Obſerv. The Tools of this Cure 
have a very ſharp edge, and therefore 
he that uſes them, ought to know- 
the nature of them, aud where they 
are made.

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perty againſt Venereal pains, eſpe- 
cially in emaciated Bodies. 


Obſerv. This Cure is no leſs tedi- 
ous, than the foregoing are dangerous, 
Six Weeks being the ordinary time 
Patients are confined to their Cham- 
bers; and perhaps * they have 
been thorowly roaſted in their Tubs, 
they come out as rotten as they. went 
in; and therefore in Venice the 
Phyficians to make ſure work, protract 
their Grand Diet to three Months, 
by which means I remember, ſeveral

47 . | He Indian Cure is moſt 
ſucceſsfully performed in 


St. John's Iſland, where ſuch as 
cannot 
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cannot be curcd in Europe, are 
certainly remedied in a Fortnight, 
with a Decoction of freſh twigs 
of Guaiacum, and a particular Diet 
upon Serpents, Frogs, and Toads 
roaſted. 

The Ancient Phyſicians, as alſo 
many Moderns, ſet a great Value 
and eſteem upon this Wood, viz. 
Graiacum. Nic. Poll de Morlo. gall. 
in prozm. writes, That above three 
Thouſand ( whole Abortive Pur- 
gative and Mercurial Cures had 
left deſperate, until the happy diſ- 
covery of this bleſſed Wood) were 
reſtored to their perfect Health. 
Ulrich van Hutten, mentioned be- 
fore, after Eleven Salivations, ma- 
ny hundreds of Purges, and other 
unſucceſsful attemps was unexpect- 
edly reſtored to an extraordinary 
point of Health. Conſalous Ferran- 
das a Spaniard, being Pocky be- 
yond the controuling of all Eura- 
pean helps, undertook an Explo- 
ratory Voyage to Fiſparioli, where 


arriving 
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arriving, his yery looks diſcovered 
him Pocky to the Natives, who in 
a ſhort time recompenſed his Pains 
in ſo hazardous a Voyage. The 
rejoyced Gallican being returned 
to his Native Soil had acquainted 
the Portugal Phyſicians with the 
ſucceſs of his Indian Cure, ſeri- 
ouſly recommending the Trial 
thereof, upon ſome of their Lu/eta» 
nian Pocky Patients, who receiving 
a miraculous Cure from that ſacred 
Wood,it was thenceever after called 
Lignum Sanctum, or Holy Wood. 
Malla Reports, That at Venice, up- 
on the firſt importation, Guaiacum 
Wood was at Fifty Crowns the 
Ounce, which made ſome ſell it a- 
ain to the Apothecaries after they 
d uſed it; who as Montanus Re- 
lates, in the ſame manner, ſold it 
IO times over.

to a Lameneſs, Palſie, ill habit of 
Body, Sc. Fernelius, Palmarius, 
Thonerus, Lottchius, and many more 
proclaim this Wood Divine, Sacred, 
Miraculous, and what not + A 
and Huttenus proteſt, there is no 
fort of Pox poſſible, but what is 
curable by this Sacred Antidote. 
The ſaid Conſalvus in giving an ac- 
count of his Voyage, obſerves two 
forts of Indian Antivenereals ; the 
one is Guaiacum, or as the Natives 
pronounce it, Huaicum, the Tree 
whereof grows numerouſly in the 
Bleſſed Ile, or Inſala Beata, in 
Growth and ſhape, much reſem- 
ling an Aſh, and continuing green 
all che Year long: The Bark is 
groſs, Gummy, Unctuous, and 
Blackiſh, intermark'd with livid 
Olive Spors. The Wood is far 
harder than Elen, and ſo very 
ponderous, that the leaſt bir will 
ſcarce Swim a top the Water. The 
Trunk is groſs and thick, man 
excee 
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exceeding a Man's middle in com- 
paſs. The Leaves are like ſmall 
Plantain Leaves, but ſomewhat 
more Neryous, harder and round. 
The Bloſſoms are yellow, the Fruit 
reſembles a Cheſnut, containing a 
Stone like a Medler, and clothed 
about with a blackiſh Medullar 
ſubſtance, but good for no uſe. 

The other is Holy Wood Palus 
Sanctus, or Lignum Sanctum, very 
like Box, by ſome miſtaken to be 
the ſame with Gnazacum, from which 
it differs in Burning more unctuous. 
This Antidote as it far exceeds 
the former in Vertue, and is com- 
mended againſt ſeveral other Diſ- 
caſes, which Guatacam is not, ſo it's 
far rarer. Guaiacum, from its little 
Bitterneſs and Acrimony, is judged 
hot in the third degree, and dry in 
the Second; its Diaphoretic,andDi- 
uretic, opens the obſtructions of 
the Liver, Spleen, and Kidneys, is 
Alexipharmacal againſt moſt Poy- 
ſons, Deterſive, Diſſolvent, — 

Leni- 
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Lenitive in the quantity of half an 
Ouncee, taken in Pouder. Its much 
approved in all Phlegmatic Con- 
ſtitutions; alſo againſt cold and 
moiſt Stomachs, Brains, and Lungs, 
againſt moſt Cutaneous Dilcaſes, 
as mangineſs, Erratic Puſtles, Ul- 
cers, Sc. Maſſa, Arc&us, and Fra- 
ſtus extol ir for impinguating. 
Hecticks, though many are of a 
contrary opinion. Many do think 
Caaiacum differs from Fbeny only 
in the Name, becauſe 4ri/totle ob- 
ſerves, that all kinds of Wood, 
Ebeny only excepted, Swim upon 
the Water, wherefore if of all kind. 
of Woods, Eleny alone Sinks, 
Guaiacam ſinking alſo, muſt. be E- 
Zen), or at leaſt a ſort of it. How- 
ever the difference is ſo obvious, 
that notwithſtanding Ariſtotle's Au- 
thority, there need no more Words. 
be made of it. Others becauſe A- 
Vicen Wrote, that the Woods Karar. 
and Heſtedeen, Tranſported from 
the Indies were helpful againſt Diſ- 

caſes 
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cafes of the Joints, againſt which 
Guatacum is cryed up for, inferred 
all to be one. An Argumentation 
equally ſenſeleſs with the former. 
Authors vary in their choice of 
this Wood; ſome prefer old Wood, 
others freſh, but Mercurialis is for 
that which is neither too Old, or 
too New; Old is known through 
its dryneſs and blackneſs, New by 
its clammy whiteneſs; ſome eſteem 
that moſt which was neareſt to the 
Root, and others that which is 
next the Branches. The General 
rule tells us, That which is the 
more Ponderous, Reſinous or Gum- 
my, is the beſt; and therefore 
Wood cut off near the Root is beſt 
Old, (for Ape makes it render its 
Gummy ſubſtance ſooner to the 
Water than when New ) the mid- 
dle Wood is beſt when its judged 
neither Old or New; Wood near 
the Branches is beſt New, accord- 


ing to. Alphonſe.

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Sarza Pariglia, ( quaſi Senza Pa- 
riglia, or, a vegable without an 
equal ) otherwiſe according to Ful- 
lopius, Sparta Pediglia (a ſpargendo 
et pede digitato, quaſi Spargatur in 
ramuſculos ad inſtar pedis digitati ) 
or Sarſa Parilla (from Sarſa in Spa- 
iſh Bryars, and Parilla a Vine) 
is another famous Indian Antivene- 
real Tranſported out of Pers, or 
from Guaia, a Town in the Iſſe Pa- 
na; It climes about Trees and Hed- 
ges like Ivy or Kidney Beans. The 
Capital Root is indifferent Groſs, 
whence ſeveral ſmall Roots ſcatter 
to an Excurſion of 6 or 10 Foot, 
their colour is blackiſh, or Aſh 
without, within whitiſh, or ſome- 
times citrinous. That which is 
aſh colour without and large, and 
within white and meanly, is ac- 
counted the beſt: The Stalks pro- 
trude Leaves round and ſmall, like 
Ivy leaves, and Bloſſoms into whole 
| cluſters of white Flowers, which 
withered are ſucceeded by ſmall 

round 
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round and hard Berries, filled with 
a Glutinous Subſtance. Fallopius 
ſpeaks Sarſa Roots to be without 
Taſt and Smell; others obſerve 
them a little Bitter and Stiptick, 
and ſomewhat fetid. The major 
part of Botaniſts Vote Sar/a the ſame 
with Smilax aſpera, or pricking. 
Bindeweed, but erroneouſly. Galen 
and Dioſcorides their deſcription of 
the latter, makes them appear ve- 
ry different. However Fallopius 
goes on in that opinion, and makes 
Trial of the faid Smilax upon ſeve- 
ral Gallicans with ſucceſs, whence 
he affirms it to excel Sarſa in effica- 
cy. Others miſtook Sar/a for Dwarf 
Eldren Roots. 

Its qualities render it moderate» 
ly hot and dry; ſome eſteem it 
Temperate, Diſcuſſive ( whence 
Authors do ſuperlatively commend 
it againſt a Tophous, Nodous and 
Gummous Pox ) Diaphoretic, Di- 
uretic, &c. 


'The 
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The Eaft-Indions about the Year 
1535 made a diſcovery of a more 
certain Antivenereal Vegetable, to 
Wit China-root, growing upon the 
Sea ſhoar in Sandy places, and is 
nothing but the Root of a China 
Cane or Arundo, its Knotty, in Fi- 
gute reſembling an Orrs Root, in 
point of ſubſtance its not very hard 
at firſt; the colour within is Red- 
diſn, but without a little paler. 
Thoſe that judg it without Taſt and 
Smell cenſure it temperate, others. 
deprehending a fmall bitterneſs and 
Scent in it, conclude it hot and dry 
towards the Second Degree. -Its 
third qualities render it Diapho- 
retick, Diurctic, Deobſtruent, pow- 
erful againſt the Palſie, Dropſie, 
Scurvy, Gout, and an Hectic, a- 
gainſt the latter of which, the Em- 
peror Charles the Fifth made uſe oſ 
it. Some eſteem it hot and dry, 
and for that reaſon commend it a- 
gainſt a hot Liver; in point of E- 
lection that which is moſt ponde- 

rous, 
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rous, indifferent hard, but not 
Flinty, nor cariated or Pulyerons, 
is the choiceſt.

In concluſion I muſt adg, that a 
ſingle Guazacumi DecoQtion is judg - 
ed proper for Ulcerous Gallicans,

becauſe 
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ceauſe of its diſcuſſive Faculty; 


China for Hectick Emaciated, and

parative digeſtions, depleniſhing 
the Veſſels of ſome part of their 
humours to make way for ſpeci- 


ficks, and laſtly the manner of ad- 
miniſtring the ſaid ſpecificks ; the 
Diet muſt for the beginning be 


moderate in relation to quantity, 
and inclining to dryneſs. In the pro- 
ceſs of the Cure it muſt be ſpare and 
drying, at laſt muſt be very drying. 
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Firſt preſcribe the Patient a 
Doſe of Mercurius vite, from gr.

A a Scorbutick Pox, is that 


ſort our experienced Moun- 
entitle a Dutch Pox, ſo this 
Mangy Pox is that, which may 
moſt properly be ſtiled the French 
Pox, that ſort being moſt popular 
among 'em. 
That it is a venereal Dies, 
diſcovering it ſelf chiefl 
and — you may lr —_ 
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ſtand. by what it's here named. I 
ſhall not judge it a labour loſt, if 
I relate to you the ſeveral kinds. 
and diffetences of Venereal Scabs 
and Scurf. 

Venereal Scabs take their riſe 
from malignaut deep inflamed Pu- 
ſtules, that feel ſore, and imme- 
diately conceive a black or duskiſh 
ſpeck on the Head of em, which 
in a very ſhort time is converted 
into a rough Scab of the ſame ex- 
rent the ule was off, and peel- 
ing it off with your hand (for of 
it {elf it doth not eaſily come off) 
you ſhall find a ſordid matter or . 
puſs, that hath corroded the Fleſh 
very uneven, which in leſs than a 
night is dried up into another va- 
riegated Scab. 

Inſtead of thoſe puſtules, nature. 
doth at length expel the Veno- 
mous matter in greater bumps of 
the ſame colour, which after they 
have eontracted a large Scab, the 
virulent. moiſture underneath cor- 

I 3 rodes 
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rodes into a deep Ulcer; or -oft 
times 2 or 3 of thoſe Puſtules 
meeting, and communicating their 
Virulency, are converted into icho- 
tous malignant Ulcers, or moiſt 
running Sores. 
Veneral Scurf is a plain broad 
Scab, even with the skin, or ſome- 
times deeper in the Flefh, ſo as the 
skin appears higher than it, taking 
its Original from a large extent of 
a great number of ſmall eruptions 
like red Gum, which communi- 
cating their Venome, are conyer- 
ted into a large Scab of a very ill 
colour, without any elevation a- 
bove the skin. This Scurf if ri- 
ſing on the Head in thin limber 
ſcales, is called a Venereal dan- 
drif, which is uſually a fore-runner 
of a malignanter Scurf, that is ſoon 
like to follow. 
But Venereal Scabs and Scurf 
do moſt frequent the Head, Fore- 
head, Temples ( eſpecially Scurf ) 
Face and Neck, not long after they « 
| OVEr- 
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over · run the whole Body, and par- 
ticularly the Back. | 

The difference between ſimple 
Scabs, and thoſe that are Venere- 
al is, that thoſe latter never itch 
unleſs when they are almoſt Cured, 
and then they begin to exerciſe 
the Nails a little. 


What concerns the cauſe of a 
Mangy Pox, it is certain thoſe 
Scabs and Scurf are occaſioned. 
by ſteems, that conſiſt of a more 
armoniak, or a fiery and veno- 
mous principle; Which being 
alſo very volatile renders them 
apt to diſperſe themſelves to the 
circumference of the Body, and 
— with them a part of 
the aduſt _— of me Veſſels, 

appear in other ſhapes of Sca 
Scurf, and Dandri,f, * 
For the Prognoſtick of this ſort 
of Evil, you may confidently aſ- 
ſure the Patient, it is eaſier Cured 
than any other Pox, and therefore 
14 it. 
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it is no wonder, the French Phy- 
ſicians have the repute of excel- 
ling others in the Curing that 
Diſtemper, ſince thoſe Venereal 
Diſeaſes that Reign in France, are 
generally Mangy, and conſequent- 
ly yield to a facile Cure; but if 
at any time they meer with an 
Hectick Pox, or a Scorbutick, or 
any other mixt Pox, they are much 
to ek, and commonly render 
the Diſeaſe worſe. 
A Mangy Pox doth not hide it 
ſelf long, but appears within a 
few Months after the Infection, 
and moves quick and violent, in- 
ſomuch that if ir be not ſuddenly 
checkt, it ſhews it ſelf in corrod- 
ing and Phagedenick Ulcers, which 
contracting a glutinous ſordid mat- 
rer, are apt to corrupt a whole 
member in a ſhort time. 

Gallick' Scabs growing blackiſh, 
turn Cancerous, and ſigniſie a dif- 
ficult Cure; thoſe Scabs or Scurf 
if they axe apt to fall off of them- 

{elves 
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ſelves, or are eaſily pulled off, it 
is a ſign, your caſe is in no man- 
ner deſperate: but ſuppoſing they 
ſtick. on faſt, are painful, and co- 
ver a dilacerated corroded Fleſh, 
ſignifies an ill cafe. Likewiſe from 
the matter you may take your 
Prognoſtick, which the nearer it 
comes to a perfect Puſs, the more 
Curable your Diſeaſe is. From 


the colour, hardneſs, and deepneſs 


of the Scabs, you may alſo take 
your dimenſion of the difficulty or 
facility of rhe Cure. 


The Cure of a Mangy Pox. 


T is univerſally known, that 
any ſort of Venome being ad- 
mitted into the Body, it ufually 
takes its ſcat or root in thofe hu- 
mours, that moſt partake of its 
own nature, wherefore we are to 
ok for thoſe Mangy ſeminaries 
| 15 in 
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in the aduſt or rather ſaline fluidi- 
ties of the Veſſels; Whence you 
may deduce this Indication, that 
they are to be expelled out of the 
Body, by purging thoſe foreſaid 
fluors, wherein they are chiefly in- 
herent. To this intent we muſt 
pitch upon ſuch purgers, experi- 
ence aſſures us to be moſt effectu- 
al; and in that caſe I muſt recom- 
mend to you my Black Pill, which 


T ſhall exactly deſcribe to you 
here.

For the compoſition of this black 
Pill, take of Antimon. Reſuſc. 
from gr. 4. to 8. Præcip. alb. 
dulc. from gr. 3. to 6 with a 
drop or two of Hr. roſ. to mix 
into a black Pill. The effect 
hereof is generally a copious and 
w 4 Evacuation downwards 
without yomit, unleſs in fome 
few that are difpoſed. Inſtead 
of the white Precip. you may 
ſubſtitute Merc. /ub1, dule. from

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gr: x5. to 30. but then it uſual- 
y vomits. In reference to this 
method, you are to preſent the: 
faid black Pill four times to your 
Mangy Patient, that is to ſay, 
every other day, with confine- 
ment that day he takes it. 


No leſs ſucceſs you may expect 
from four Doſes of Turbitb Mineral, 
but not of that crude preparation 
deſcribed in Pharmacop. Lond. but 
of the preſcription. of Paracelſus. 
Bur becauſe examples are the beſt 
demonſtrations, I ſhall inſert one 
out of many of a very ſpeedy Cure 
of a Mangy Pox. A Wine-Cooper 
of a Carnous habit N of 
remperament ſanguine melan- 
choly, 17. 1 like» 
wiſe in the internal conſtitution of 
his Bowels ſound and healthful; 
was dif; with a number of 
moſt lothſome Scabs in his Face, 
and down his back. A practizing 
Apothecary had entituled his _ 

. 1 
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caſe a Surfcit, againſt which accard- 
ing to the Rules of Trap he had 
ordained him a Courſe for two 
Months, but to no purpoſe. Ap- 
plying himſelf to me, I gave it 
the Name ofa Mangy Pox, a. tone 
that ſaunded a note above E/a in my 
Patient's ears; but aſſuring him of a 
fect Cure in Eight days, was 
armonically enough underſtood. 
In order thereunto, I tried his Bo- 
dy with a Doſe of the black Pill, 
viz. Eight gr. of Antim. Reſuſc. 
mixt with ſix gr. of Præcip. all. 
dulc. this pleaſured him with Eigth 
or Nine good motions downwards. 
I intermitred one Day, and then 
recommended the ſame Pill ro him, 
with the addition of one. grain to 
each ingredient; the effect hereof 
eonſiſted in the ſame number of 
motions. Aceording to the ſame 
order I aſcended one grain each 
time, which maintained his moti- 
ons much in the ſame tenour. Upon 
the ſecond exhibition. of the bo 
is.

acum or Salſa do ſometimes render 
the Diſeaſe worſe, likewiſe on the 
other hand a Scorbutick Pox is not 
to be attacqued by any Mercurial 
Medicine, unleſs there be a com- 
plication of Mangineſs.

Likewiſe is a 
conſequent of a Scorbutick Pox in 
a Scorbutick Body, of a Mangy 
Pox in a ſulphureous hot conſtitu- 
tion, and of a Scorburick heredita- 
ry, Pox. Moreover, a Pox that 
lurks in the Body, without giving 
the leaſt notice through malignant 
ſymptoms, doth certainly tend to 
an HeQick Pox. =

Pex is difficult, acither can a dex-

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terity in the prognoſtick of that 
evil be acquired by any other means, 
than by frequent obſeryations of 
ſuch as are Hectically pockified. 
Such was the caſe of the foremen- 
tioned Cooper's Wife, no ſymptoms. 
appeared neither external, nor in- 
ternal, to ſuſpect her otherwiſe 
than perfectly diſpoſed. Notwith- 
ſtanding I endeavoured to perſwade 
her to a courſe, or elſe in the ſpace of 
three Months ſhe would be advanz - 
ced beyond all humane Cure; but 
feeling her ſelf ſo well in Health, 
made her ſlight this advice. The 
time I had prognoſticated was no 
ſooner determined, but the unfor- 
tunate Woman grew indiſpoſed, 
her aſpect turned cadaverous, and 
the mole of her Body ſhrunk ex- 
treamly, being alſo incommoded by 
a ſhort Cough.

ſeems evidently demonſtrated by

3 theſe and many other Ob- 
ſer vations, I could inſert, may be 
collected the Lurking property of 
Venercal malignity, ablconding ic 
ſelf in the liminary or ſpermatick 
parts, for ſome Weeks, and Months, 
and what is more, ſome Years, as I

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have obſerved in many, whence 
through a malign ebullition, ſteems 
are raiſed and diſperſed through 
the whole Body, anoy ing the prin- 
cipal and ſubprincipal parts in their 

function. 
Theſe through ſome accidential 
or other procatarktick canſes, or 
Connate imbecillity, being rendred 
diſpoſed to engender thick 2 
matick and melancholick Blood, 
by the addition and inſinuation of 
the foreſaid ſpermatick ſteems, 
precipitate the Body into a Pocky 
Scurvy; and in this diſpoſition of 
Bowels and Juices of the Veſſels, 
if the Lungs be naturally infirm, 
or accidentially labefied, and the 
humours Anarrhopous, a Pocky Con- 
ſumprion is certainly rhe next pro- 
duc. If hereunto unites a pro- 
portion of putrid volatil ſalt ſub- 
limed out of rhe feces of the fore- 
{aid Scorbutick Blood, and through 
colliquation rendring the Incraſ- 
{ared jucies, fluid and 2 
them 
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them to the circumference of the 
Body, oft occaſions Pocky Rheu- 
matiſms, Venereal Gouts, &c. 

In fine, dayly Obſervation con- 
firms, that a malign Venereal 
ferment is oft detained in ſome 
retired part or other, beſides the 
liminary ones, which though for 
the preſent doth not incommode = 
the Body otherwiſe, than by ſome. 
twinges, or fugitive pains, — its 
beyond all perad venture, that by 
its ſteams it contributes a particu- 
lar malignity to the cauſes of all 
other Diſeaſes; and for inſtance in 
putrid or malign Fevers, poſſeſſing 
Bodies formerly blaſted by a Ve- 
nereal Infection: It may be ſome 
Years ſince, and not other wiſe in- 
commoded by the remaining fer- 
ment, than by puſtules, ſmall pains, 
or Catarrhs, Spring and Fall, its 
moſt aſſured, this Fever ſhall fiot 
be Cured without a reſpect had 
to the Venereal malignity, notwith- 
ſtanding all our Au Epidemie 

K 5 Therils 
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Theriacalis, or Scordii Compoſita ; 
And this is the cauſe ſo many drop 
away Yearly, whoſe Life might 
otherwiſe be certainly ſaved. Like- 
wiſe in other Diſeaſes, as a Drop- 
fie, Scurvy, Conſumption, Agues, 
and many more ſeiſing Bodies, 
that had been once,though a dozen 
Years ſince, Infected, I find they 
are not to be eradicated without 
antivenereals, mixt with other 
Medicines, proper to thoſe ſeveral

ART. 1. 
1 He latitude of the Arthritick, 


or Joynt-Pox, though com- 
prehending many other Venereal 
Diſcaſes, that infeſt the Artichs 
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or Joynts, at preſent I ſhall only 
communicate myObſervers on that, 
which may properly challenge rhe 
name of a Venereal Gout ; and this 
by its preceeding cauſes, pecu- 
liar kind of pain, duration, and 
times of exacerbation, may with- 
out much difficulty be evidently 
differenced from che Scorbutick 
Gout, beſides which two ſorts of 
Gouts, wiz. Venereal and Scorbu- 
tick, I have not taken notice of 
any other in Exgland. I judge it 
unneceſſary to make a repetition 
of the deſtinction of rhe Gour, in 
reſpect of the parts affected, ſince 
you may be informed by a ſurvey 
of my Treatiſe of the Scurvy, or 
of ſeveral others that have treated 
on that Subject. 

The preceding cauſe is a Vene - 
ral Relick, or at leaſt ſome deep 
impreſſion the Pox hath made on 
the Brain, marrow of the Back, 
and the whole diſſemination of the 
Nerves. The relick forementioned

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is the remainder of a former im- 
perfect or improper Cure: the lat- 
ter, namely the Venereal ſtain or 
impreſſion on the Nervous parts, 
is occaſioned by a Cure, that was 
apply ed late, and after the Diſcaſe 
was grown inveterate. 

The Venereal Gout is far more 
incommodious, than the other, 
viz. The Scorbutick Gout; like- 
wiſe is not ſo eaſily appeaſed, and 
feldom goeth off without leaving 
a Token behind it, either a more 
than ordinary weakneſs of the 
Joynts, or a ſtiftneſs, or a pain 
upon the ſtirring of ſome particu- 
lar parts, which is not felt when 
they lye ſtill. In moſt, afrqr the 
Age of Fifty, it proves abſolucely 
incurable ; and though it doth not 
immediately kill, yet its tortures 
are ſo great and intolerable, that 
many rather prefer lying quietly 
in ſkep in their Graves, than to 
= 5 miſerably rackt living in their 

eds.

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A Venereal Gout upon a long 
continuation, occaſions Nodes near 
the Joynts, which is an Argument, 
that ſince it hath intrench'd it ſelt 
within - thoſe knotty Palliſades, it 
will not eaſily be mitigated, and 
much leſs ſuffer it ſelf to be re- 
moved by ordinary Remedies. 
My Obſeryation on ſeveral. Ef-

"HE Cars is to be Agel 
with great caution, and with 

a particular regard, had to the Pa- 
roxyſm, whic being overcome, 
a different courſe is to be ſtecred 
for the preventing its return. Firſt 
then in reſpect of this Gouty Fit 
or Paroxyſm, the extream pain be. 
ing an Urgent ſymptom, requires 
precedency before all other indi- 
cations, and points at Anodynes, 
both internal and external, which 
latter _ moſt expeditions, are 
common! preferred before the for- 
mer. Tho' Anodynes are propor- 


ly 
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ly ſtiled to be ſuch means, as aſ- 
ſwage pains by mitigating and 
quieting the inflamed enraged Spi- 
rits, cither through a mild warmth, 
which wonderfully pleaſes them, 
or through a ſtupefactive ſulphur ; 
yet the genuine qualification of an 
Anodyne may beſt be deduced from 
the cauſe of the pain, which in this 
caſe is an acrimonious Salt, rendred 
corroding through the impreſſion 
of a Venercal virulency, and a- 
bandoned to the extream parts, 
where it doth ſharply vellicate 
and grate the Tendons, membrans, 
and other Nervous parts. So then, 
if you direct a topical Medicine, 
that is anodyne in this latter and 
the former teſpects, wiz. quieting 
the inraged Spirits, and ſweetning 
the acrimoniousSalt,ft muſt neceſſa- 
rily prove ſucceſsful : to this pur- 
poſe, I have more than once pre- 
ſcribed theſe following means, viz. 
a Fomentation, a Cataplaſm, and 
an Emplaiſter, uſed ſucceſſively

after that, an Emulſion of the 
four greater cold Seeds, ſome ad- 
ding alſo white Poppey Seeds, 
and this to be continued, until it 
runs White, and then they corro- 
borate the ſpermatick parts by ad- 
ſtringent Medicines, and iniections. 
The Theory, upon which this pra- 
ctice is grounded, aſſerts the Venome 
attracted into the body, through 
an impure Copulation, to be by 
Nature critically thrown off by a 
Gonorrhæa, which fore of running, 
or dropping, they ſeem to inſinuate, 
to be a Criſis, following an E- 
bullition in the Humours, occaſi- 
oned by the rencountre of the ve- 
nomous miaſms and the Spirits, 
which continueth for the moſt part 
four Days, in ſome Seven, in others 
Nine, Eleven, or Fourteen, and in 
ſome few one and Twenty; and 
being expired, the fluor ſhews it 
ſelf, as if nature had now 1 
req, 
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red, and ſeparated thoſe virulent 
particles, together with thoſe of 


the Humours, which they had cor- 
rapted, and wherein they are 


wrapt up, and fo thrown off into 


a Ghonorrhza, or rather a fluor of 
virulent matter, all which, as I 
have ſhewed plainly before in the 
Article of Queries, is abſolutely 
Erroneous. | 

I would have you forbear won- 
dring, that Nature ſhould be ac- 
cuſtomed to certain Days, that be- 
ing abundantly evidenced, by ſingle 
and double Tertians, Quartans, 
and other periodical Diſeaſes, alſo 
critical Days in continual Fevers. 
True it is, that ſometimes a Go- 
norrhæa may appear any other Day, 
but I have very wn ee obſer- 
ved, they have burſted out either 


the Fourth, or Ninth Day in ſoft 


moiſt Bodies, and in more robuſt 
natures on the one and Twentieth. 
2. That Gonorrheas do run off 
im French Bodies, that are very 

L 3 tranſpirable, 
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tranſpirable, their Humours tender» 
Dyet moiſt and thin, the Air ve- 
ry bcnign and ſubtle, and the ve- 
nereal Venome of a lower degree, 
hath been ſeveral times experien- 
ced, though without Bleeding, or 
Purging, and only by obſerving a 
good Regimen of Dyer, and Drink- 


Ing Ptiſan. The ſame I have ob- 


ſerved in ſome few Engliſh De- 
bauchces, whoſe Conſtitution may 
in many particulars be parallel 
with the French: Moreover I 
know, that ſome Surgeons here do 
pretend to Cure Ghonorrheas with 
a gentle Purge, or two, and offer- 
ing their Patients a common vul- 
nerary Decoction, and ſo let the 
Diſtemper run off. But where 
Bodies are of a texture more denſe, 
the Blood Fibrous, engendred 
by feeding on a groſs ſtrong Dyet, 
2 much * N Air Ps. 
oggy,. ſalin; the ky Ve- 
nome of a higher RT 4 and 
that attracted into the Body with

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a greater vigour, and an impetu- 
ous Luſt, all which circumſtances 
are appliable ro Climes more Nor- 
thern; to let a Gonorrbæa run off 
in ſuch caſes, is to let their Pati- 
ents run into a moſt deſperate 
Pox, ſpecified in miſerable noQtur- 
nal pains, loſs of Palates, rotting 
oft of Noſes, pocky Hecticks, all 
making their Exit into a moſt 
ſhameful Death. The reaſon is, 
thax thoſe ſo greatly Venomous 
Miaſns, in ſinuating into the depth 
of the genital parts, of ſo cloſe and 
ſo. retentive a texture, and the Hu- 
mours contained being ſo. Fibrous, 
Nature is not ſtrong enough to raiſe 
and continue an Ebullition to that 
pitch, as to ſeparate, and throw 
off all the Venome; even in many 
of 1 11 Genes 
heat, u mo ot the 
det "age off, 2 the lat- 
ter end Nature growing languid in 
its. Operation, ſome of the Venome 
doth remain, and being lockt up

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by aſtringent Medicines, doth in 
proceſs of time advance to a Pox. 
Some few of thoſe Clap-Surgeons. 
to mend the matter, beſides the 
Caſſia, and Emulſions, will every Day, 
or every other Day, inject a Tur- 
pentine Glyſter into the Patients. 
Guts, though with very little bet- 
ter ſucceſs than others: But if the 
Gonorrhea will not run off in a com- 
petent time; they either throw 
the Patient into a Salyation, or 
exhibit adſtringents, to ſtop him 
up; this being the fubſtance of 
all, what they know and practiſe, 
its evident, the French Phyſicians, 
and Surgeons eſpecially, are the 
— 4 ignorant of any in theſe mat-. 
ters | 
3. Notwithſtandin reat 2 
number of ill ſucce ws of theſe 
Mounſieurs, yet by an out-facing 
confidence, they ſo much prevail 
upon the ſenſeleſs credillity. and 
ectation of Northern Strangers 
xo their apiſh mates, (the Sou- 


chern 


amal d. 2 4 
chern as the Italians, and Spaniards, 
being Sottili, ſoſpicioht, cautious) 
that cyen in the management of 
great and ſmall Pox, they are imi- 
cated by the greateft Practicers 
in ſeveral great Cities, though to 
the Deſtruction of Fifteen, .and 
probably the Cure only of five in 
20, which is enough for a means 
to attract ſhoals of Patients; for 
thoſe five being Cured probably of 
very ſlight Gonorrheas, Shankers, or 
Buboes, and paſt the laughter for 
their misforrunes; partly out of joy, 
and partly out of brayade, do with- 
out the: leaſt ſhame proclaim the 
perſon that Cured them, to all they 
know; Whence by the ſmall Cure 
of one ſuch Patient they gec Twen 
ty; whereas the other Fiftcen are 
obliged to be ſilent, and beat their 
miſeries, brought on them by the 
unskilful Cure, to avoid the ſcan- 
dal, and being ſcoffed at by their ac- 

naintance, removing from one Phy- 

ian or Surgeon to another, until 
L 5 1 
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they have found the Man that can 
Cure them; ſo that in this, as in 
all other Diſtempers, the killing 
of Fifreen Patients is not a pin 
hinderance; for the Grave ſtops 
their mouths, and the Curing of 
five of inconſiderable Diſtempers, 


fall make the man eminent, and 


wonderfully increaſe his practice, 
though ncver ſo ignorant, or un- 
skilful, but only among the Nor- 
thern People. 

F. Io return to the Text; an in- 


ſtance or two will ſatisfie you in 


the pernicious practice of a great 
Dodor, or rather Man-ſpoyler : 
A Gentleman repairs to him for the 
cure of a Gonorrbæa, for which is 

preſcribed a Dofe of Extr. Rud. and 
7 or 8 gr. of Merc. Dal/c. The two 


fucceeding days an Emulſion; on 


the fourth day a Bolus of Cosſerv. 
ros. arid a little Calomelan. With a 
Saperbibendo of a ſtrong infuſion of 


Sena. Rhab. &c. and a diſſolution of 


Syr. de ſpin. cerv. which gave 40 
ſtools, 
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flools, or thescabours; then the E- 
mulſion was for two or three 
days; after that adſtringent Pills, 
and an adſtringent Injection, which 
plaiſterd up the zunning as faſt as a 
Wall. During the ſpace of five 
or fix months, the Patient found 
himſelf colterable, but ſoon after his 
skin was difcoloured all over to- 
wards Yellow, his Veins of a 
Sea-grcen, and body extremely ma- 
cerated, heavy, lumpiſh, and tor- 
mented with pains night and day, 
as if Poiſoned: All which proceed- 
ing from the virulent.'matrer lockt 
up, could not be remedied by leſs 
than two ſeveral an#ivenereal cour-- 


that aceoſted the ſame Man- ſpoy ler 
upon the like occaſion, who bei 
rged ten or a dozen times with 
Extr Rud. and Mercur. dulc. taken 
every other morning, and Emu 
ſions of ſem. 4 frigid. maj.. in: 


_ interval days, By which means the 


Diſtemper growing. on rather than: 


deeli-- 


fes. A parallebof another Gentleman, 
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declining, occaſioned a deſire in the 
Patient to have another Ignoramus 
Phyſician joyn'd with him, who 
jointly adviſe him to the braſs 
Spoon, ( ſo called from its taſt ) 
viz. Mercur. precipitat. virid. to be 
ſwallowed down, ten grains, mixt 
with coxſer. ros. for ten days ſuc- 
ceſſively without confinement. This 
befides the nauſeouſneſs and loſs of 
appetite, wrought no great effects 
upon him, and therefore was put 
upon a Decoction of Sarſapari/, &c. 
for two months, intermixing now 
and then ſome Purges, but all in 
vain to the Patient, though greatly 
to the advantage of theſe Phyſick- 
men; whick ſort of acting not on- 
ly proved deſtructive to his body, 
but to his Purſe likewiſe, ſo that at 
laſt he was obliged to throw them 
off, and render himſelf to the ma- 
nagement of another Phyſician, 
who cured him in: fifteen days: As 
for the Surgeon ( ſcarce worth the 


title of an Operator, or a Stone. cut- 
| te r) 
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ter) I have heard and ' ſeen fo 
many diaſters and diſmal acci- 
dents, occaſioned by his ignorance, 
that he hath merited leſs from thoſe 
Miſcreants, than the worſt of 
Mountebanks : Bur, as I ſaid before, 
curing of five in Twenty, ſeats him 
on the higheſt Pinacle, 

6. Some there are, who have 
paſſed through a long antivene- 
real purgative courſe, poſſibly for 
the ſpace of two months, and up- 
wards, with ſucceſs of the remo- 
val of all ſymptoms, except a day- 
ly thick yellowiſh excretion, which 
ſhould they conrinue purging ad 
infinitum, would not be abated, 
much leſs wholly cured. Here I 
am ro advestiſe you. of a yulgar 
error, implying all yellow Flu 
ers at the virge malignant, which to 
the contrary, the premiſing a long 

oper Antiverereal courſe, which 
had ſuppreſſed all the malignant 
fymproms, and what is beyond all 
day ly obſervtions, do plainly e- 
vince 
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vince a total extinction of the viru- 
leacy. So that the continuation of 
venereal catharticks keeps on the 
ellow excretion by maintaining the 
— in a- conſtant ebullition, 
by inflaming and frothing them in- 
to a yellow bilious Spume or ſcom. 
which is daily ſeparated, and 
thrown off to thoſe debilitated de- 
pending genital parts, that are 
now become, as it were a Ciſtern, 
or Sink, to which cuſtome hath 
made an open Channel, and con- 
verted the Orifice in the Ve bra, 
whereour the matter ouſes, into a 
Fontanel or Iſſue; wherefore if this 
defluxion to thoſe parts be not revel- 
led, and theOriſice, orOrifices heal d 
up (for ſometimes there axe more 
than one, which in ſome are broad 
and deep } the Lips by proceſs of 
time will eontract a calloſity, and 
paſs into an mcurable Fiftu/z. So 
that to prevent this great Evil, I 
have with ſucceſs to ſeveral, ad- 
viſed Bleeding out of the Arm for 
tevulſion, 
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revulſion, afterwards Purged them 
once or twice with Cafia, Rhubarb 
and a little Sal prunellæ, and cauſed 
them for ordinary Drink to uſe a 
DecoCtion of French Barley in 
Smiths Forge Water, beſides ta- 
king Morning and Evening deter- 
gent and adſtringent Pills; like- 
wiſe firſt a detergent, and after- 
wards a conſolidating Injection. 

7. A Gentleman after a long Pur- 
tive courſe, ſtill labouring under 
uch a ſort of Fluor, applied himſelf 
to a Doctor, who adviſed 7unbridg 
Waters for a Fornight, and after 
that a Dram of Bole armene in a 
Spoonful or two of Milk, Morning 
and Evening; in a few days the Fluor 
was ſtopt fo, as the party thought 
himſelf very well, only he percei- 
ved his right Teſticle to tumeſy 
gradually, every Day more and 
more, which once in Ten or Twelve 
Days would be apt to burſt out 
into a yellow Fluor, at firſt pain- 
ful, afcerwards grew very tolera- 


ble, 
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ble, upon which the right Teſt» 
cle did reduce it ſelf to a leſs di- 
menſion than the left, or than it ever 
uſed to be. ; 

The Fluor having continued ſome 
Days, would eaſily yield to the 
leaſt adſtringent: Then the ſame 
Teſticle began again to increaſe in 
bulk, until it was arrived to a ple- 
nitude, upon which enſued a ſudden 
eruption of the aforeſaid Matter, 
which being ſufficiently disburd- 
ened, would ceaſe of it ſelf, ſo 
that in a manner this Fluor was 
become. periodical, unleis precipi- 
tated by. a Debauch of Drinking, 
or high feeding ; for the removing 
ſo great an inconveniency he float- 
ed from one Surgeon to another, 
and from one Phy ſician to another, 
every one had a pull at him; Dr. 
C. of B/. puts him into a Salivati- 
on for Ten or Twelve Weeks, but 
to no purpoſe; for the F/uor con- 
tinued its periods. Anthoer Phy- 
ſiciun afterwards gave him the in- 


fuſion 
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fuſion of Cantharides, for a Month 
or Six Weeks, though with no 
better ſucceſs. I had him in Cure 
ſeveral Weeks, and paſſed through 
two diſtin courſes; and all that 
I could poſſibly effect, was the re- 
moving of the Fluor, and thofe 
periodical leakings; but there re- 
mained a conſtant white Gleet, 
which was no great inconvenience, 
or detriment to his Health, and ſo 
will continue as long as he liveth. 
This Gentleman had been in Phy- 
ſick near ſix years, and in that 
time by all probable computation, 
he had Twallowed down near a 
Thouſand ſtrong Purges, beſides 
many ſorts of Drenches, Pills, Bo- 
las's, Decoctions, Vomitives, Sa- 
livations, Sweats, and what nor 
ther torments. Neither could the 
Patient be accounted any wiſe 
robuſt, but rather weak, of a 
ſoft and thin context of Body, on- 
ly he had youth; yet for all that, 
Fhaye oft ruminated, how it was 


almoſt 
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almoſt poſſible, for a Man. in fix 
years time to undergo all thoſe tor- 
tures, beſides his anxieties of mind, 
Melancholy, and Deſpair. And 
how willingly doth a Man ſubmit 
himſelf to all manner of torments 
and puniſhment, for one ſin of his 
luſt, whereas for a million of o- 
ther Sins ( faith. the Pricſt ) he 
would ſcarce without, regret. fay 
one Aue Maria: Vet I. hava known 
their Pri ips in Italy, muchi of 
the ſame mould. and temper. 
had forgot to tell. you, that the 
Patient aforeſaid,, a. ltttle before 
each eruption, was fubjed. to a 
Rn o- 
Sphinger Leſicæ. Now its. moſt e- 
vi that here muſt, llave been 
a deep Fiſtula in the bottom of the 
Virge, which at the end of every 
eruption was apt to be plaſter d 
up by ſome glutinous Matter, that 
gave occaſion for the widened Mea- 
tus in the Virge, and Teſticles » 
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fill up, they being now rendred a 
drain or Ciſtern to receive thoſe a- 
bounding Humours, which Nature 
was accuſtomed to throw off. So 
that all theſe miſchieſs are to be at- 
tributed to the firſt reſtringent 
courſe of the ferruginous Waters, 
without thoſe neceſſary previous 
evacuations, and deterſions. 

8. After the Cure of a Gonorrhea 
or virulent Fluor, there is com- 
monly a Gleet (or Lachryma J of 
thin tranſparent, and ſomewhat. 
oleaginous moiſture remaining, 
which in many in Ten or Four- 
teen Days, ceaſes of it ſelf. 

9. In others it remains much 
longer; hong in. ſome the moi- 
ſture appears thicker, in others thin- 
er. In moſt its Curable, in ſome 
few incurable. I have known 
thoſe, that never had any ſecret 
commerce with Women, have been 
troubled with ſuch fort of a Gleet. 
that followed them a conſiderable. 
time, and Cured not without ſome 

difficulty. 
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difficulty, Others are incident 
to it upon hard Drinking, Rid- 
ing, violent Exerciſe, overpower- 
ing Labour, exceſs. of Venery, and 
upon hard preſſure in going to Stool. 
Some I have Cured, that were ſur- 
prifed on a ſudden with a violent 
yellow Fluor, and upon terminati- 
on thereof ſuceeded with a Gleer, 
and yet without any Venereal ma- 
lignity, or the leaſt ſuſpicion there- 
of, occafioned only by an ebulliti- 
on of the Blood, froathed into a 
bilious Scom, thrown into the ge- 
nitals parts, and there condenſed 
into a yellow Fluor, which by 
Bleeding, and a Purge of Caſſta, Rbub. 
and Sal grunellæ, hatht been in a 
very ſhortꝰ ſpace diſperſed, and 
the Glee? ſtopt by adſtringents ; but 
by the way, theſe ſorts of yellow 
Fluors muſt be ſtrictly inquired in- 
to, and exactly diſtinguiſhr, leſt 
both the Phyſician and Patient 
find themſelyes deceived. 


Sundry 
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Sundry of thoſe thick Gleets are 
tinctured with yellow, and ſtain 
Linnen, yet are obductible, gluti- 
nous, and oleaginous, whereof 
ſome do till partake of malignity, 
and others are totally exempt. 

10. In regard of the multitude 
of Gleets, and the ignorance of 
Phyſicians, though never ſo great 
pretenders to Anatomy, it will be 
material to ſet down, what it is, 
that Gleets, from what parts its 
derived, and by what cauſes occa- 
ſioned. As to the firſt, it is an 
oleaginous, ſmooth, obductible, 
tranſparent, and glutinous ucus, 
engendred in the Proſtats, and o- 
ther ſmall Glandules, that are im- 
merſt all about the Urethra, and 
throughout the-Virge ; for through 
the whole fungous Body of the 
Virge in diſſection, you may by 
your touch perceive this olcagi- 
nous Mucus perfuſed ; the uſe there- 
of being great, for without a ſuf- 
ficient proportion thereof, its not 

8 88 poſſible 
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poſſible there ſhould be any erc- 
ction, or at leaſt not durable; for 
the Spirits thronging into that part, 
in ſo great a confluence upon a 
voluptuous erection, they would 
in a manner take fire, inflame, 
dry, and wither the whole ſub- 
ſtance, were they not contempera- 
ted by the foreſaid Mucus, that at 
the ſame time moiſteneth, and de- 
feads thoſe fungous parts (being 
otherwiſe naturally dry) by 
the oleaginous lentour, which were 
it of an aqueous or ſalin nature on- 
ly, would ſoon be dryed up. More- 
over the pores of theſe fungous 
parts being filled with the foreſaid 
'Mucus, the appelling Spirits inſi- 
nuate into it, whereby its ſud- 
denly rarcfied and hufted up, ſo 
that it ſeems to be one of oe 94 
cipal cauſes of erection; - beſides, 
thoſe ſubril imperuous Spirits would 
immediately tranſpire through ſuch 
open ſpungy paſſages, were they not 
congregated, and wrapt up in the 
Mucus. 11. From 
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11. From the Proftats, and o- 
ther leſſer Glandules about the U- 


rinal paſſage, -procced Meatus's in- 


to the Urethra, through which 


they tranfmit an unctuous Mucus, 
wherewith that paſſage is irri- 


gated, and inuncted, to defend it 


from the acrimony of the Urine, 
rendring the foreſaid paſlage alſo 
ſmooth and glib, to facilitate 


the transflux thereof. This Mucus 


being engendred in too ſmall a 
quantity, or being Crude, aqueous, 
and thin doth occaſion ſharpneſs 
of Urine, as in Old Men and o- 


thers, whoſe Proſtats and the o- 


the Glandules, being ſhriveld and 
grown dry, do not emit a ſuffici- 
ent proportion of unctuous Mucus 
to the lining of the Urethra. The 
like — 1 — in Gonorrhæa g, where 
the ſaid Glandules receiving a ma- 
lign impreſſion, and inflammation 
from the virulent Steems, do either 
tranſmit a little or no Mucus, or at 
leaſt what is very crude, thin, and 


> acrimonious, 
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acrimonious, whence the Urine as 
it paſſeth, muſt neceſſarily occaſi- 
on heat, ſmarting, and pricking 
pains like Needles,jchroughthe pun- 
gitive Figure of the Salts, where- 
with the Urine is more than or- 
dinarily loaded. In all ſimple Dy- 
ſuries, thoſe Glandules likewiſe are 
altered in their natural tempera- 
ment, by a defluxion of bilious, and 
ſalin Humours. 

12. From this Diſcourſe theſe 
Theorems are evidently deducible. 
1. That Glandules being of a moſt 
tender and weak Nature, are very 
apt to receive injuries from Riding, 
Drinking, exceſs of Venery, and 
other occaſions; alſo from cold, 
windy Drinks, Sc. whereupon a 
| Dyſury, or Strangary, do frequently 
enſue, through the foreſaid altera- 
tion of their Mucus; however you 
are not to underſtand, that this is 
always the ſole occaſion, in regard 
the like may happen from an Urine 
highly bilious and falin, or purulent 

* inflammation 
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inflammation of the Kidneys, Blad- 
der, and alſo by conſent of parts, 
from dry and wet Piles, inflamma- 
tion of the Uterus, and the like, 
2. That the Cryſtallin oleaginous 
obd uctible moiſture, which upon 
luſtful erections ouſes out at the 
termination of the Met hra, is nei- 
ther ſemen, nor ſeminal, as hitherto 
Phyſicians with the vulgar have 
erroncouſly judged ; but it is the 
overflowing of the Proſtats, and 
other little Glandules, through the 
rarefaction and hufling up of their 
Mucus, which requiring greater 
ſpace, is forced abundantly into 
the Cretbra. 3. That a Gleet, which 
appears uſually after the Cure of a 
Gonotrhza, is only the ouſing out 
of the aces of the Proſtats, and 
other Glandules, being debilitated 
and relaxt, or their Meatus's into 
the Urethra too much widened. 4. 
It oft happens, that about thoſe 
Meatus's there remain little ſorbid 
Ulcers, whence together with the 
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Gleet a little Pus is dayly ſqueezed 


out, which being dryed upon a 
Linnen Cloath, the middle thews 
thick, yellow, and gliſning, (which 
is the Pus ) and the edges of a thin 


wateriſh and livid colour, which 


is the Mucus. Theſe Ulcers, if very 


ſordid, and their Pus very tenaci- 


. ous, thick, and glutinous, ſticking 


to their ſides like Bird-lime, are 
cauſes of a very obſtinate Glee, 


Which may poſſibly ſometimes con- 
tinue a half year, ſometimes a whole 


year, and ſome | - 5. Incura- 
ble Gleets are occaſioned, when the 


. ſides of thole little Ulcers are grown 
_ callous, and conſequently are turn d 


into ſmall Fiala g. The reaſon 


of their incurability is, their being 


remote, and ſeated in ſo tender a 
that Medicines of a proporti- 


onable ſtrength and ſharpneſs 
cannot be uſed, without offending, 


excoriating, and putting thoſe 
parts to an intolerable pain, which 


they are to paſs by, before they can 


arrive

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arrive tothe part affected. 6. When- 
ever the Proſtats by ſordid Phage- 
denick Ulcers are wholly devoured, 
as in ſome it hath hapned, though 
very rarely, the Patient can never 
make Urine without an inſupporta- 
ble pain, (the paſſage being de- 
prived of its Mucus ) and in this 
caſe, there is no other remedy: to 
be uſed, but a Silver Cara, 
which is to be gently put up into 
the Urethra, through which the 
Urine paſſing, is not capable to af- 
fect it with pain; or if a Patient 
would rather chuſe to run the ha- 
zard of Dying, than be always 
troubled with to incommodious an 
Inſtrument, no other advice can 
be given, than amputating the 
whole Member, as they do in Turky 
to their Eunuc hs. 7. Nature being 
much more intent upon the preſer- 
vation of the Species than the In- 
dividuum, hath therefore formed 
the neceſlary parts for procreation 
in the moſt ſafe and retired ſituati- 

| M 2 on 
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on of the Body, eſpecially the Vaſu 
deferentia, and the Veſiculæ ſemina- 
ts, which ſeem to be only Vari- 
cous Contortions and terminations 
of the former, conſiſting of a very 
tough ſtrong tunic, (though thin) 
and placed in the moſt ſecure ab- 
ſtruce place of all: So that in a 
Million of Gonorrhæd's they ſcarce 
-receive any conſiderable dammage 
in the ſubſtance of the tunic; and 
where ever they do by corroſion, ſo 
as to be penetrated, it proves incu- 
Table, unleſs chance ſnould ſtop the 
gap by a calloſity. In ſuch a caſe 
there would enſue a conſtant Flux 
of Seed, which in a few Days 
would impel a Man into a Tabes 
Dorſal, that in a very ſhort time 
muſt terminate into Death. For 
This there can be no other remedy, 
than caſtration.

the ſperm, through a copious and 
impetuous afflux of Spirits, wherc- 


by the membrane of the Yeficaln is 


expanded to that tenuity, as the 
pores. become patent through 
whieh' then the ſemen is ſuddenly 


cjaculated by exploſion and Sub/:/- 


tus, and upon every Subſultus its- 


more than probable, one of the Ve- 
ficale is emptied. A further expla- 
nation you may calily make to your 
ſelf, for I muſt confine my Diſcourſe 
within the limits of Mortality. Now 


conſider, whether ever tilting, or 


lifring, or ſtraining of the back, 


as the vulgar term it (which is a 


wrenching and diſtenſion of the 


M 3 Nerves 
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which is commonly ſo called, tlie 
excretion is no other than /Eucous, 
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Nerves and Tendons ) can occaſi- 
on an intumeſcence in the Semen, 
or ſend thither a great conflux of 
Spirits, ſo as to cauſe ſuch an ex- 
ploſion; on the contrary, it will 
either cauſe a detumeſcence, and 
retraction of the Spirits, where the 
membrane of the Yeficu/z muſt ne- 
ceſſarily ſubſide, and conſequently 
become more incraſſated, and the 
ſeminal pores condenſed. Touching 
the Pro/tats, their Meatas are 
patent, and become much more ſo 
upon a rclaxation of the 'Fibres, 
after a diſtortion. of the back: like» 
wiſe the Proſtats upon ſuch an ac- 
cident loſe their tone, ſtrength, 
and retentive faculry, whereby the 
Mucus being not ſufficiently dige- 
ſted, but crude-and thin, muſt ne- 
celſarily copiouſly diſtil into the 
Urethra, whence groweth that 
ſymptom, that is vulgarly called 
The Running of the Reins. 9. That 
the Mucus of the Froſtats is neither 
Semen nor ſeminal, is evinced, by 

| reaſon 
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teaſon they have no manner of 
Communication with the ſeminal 
Vejicles ( though they lye cloſe to 
them) nor with the V deferen- 
tia, and conſequently not with the 
Teſticles ; whence can you then 
ſuppoſe it to be Seed 2 unleſs you 
will grant a ſperma-poetick faculty 
to the intice Pens; and if abſurdly 
you ſhould, it cannot be prolifick, 
its Materia not being decidous from 
all parts of the Body. From what 
is premiſed may be plainly dedu- 
ced, that Gleets bring little or no 
detriment to Health, and conſe- 
cutively are incapable to precipi- 
tate thoſe, that are ſo affected, into 
a Conſumption, as many out of fear 
and want of the true State of the 
caſe have apprehended ; for I have 
known ſeveral, that have been trou- 
bled with Gleers Twenty years, 
and upward, without any manifeſt 
injury, Pl beyond all p:radven- 
ture it doth incapacitate them in 
the frequency and vigour of Ve- 

M 4 nereal. 
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nereal Acts, and contracts the Moles 
of the Penis, as I have obſerved 
from the complaints of ſeveral. In 
concluſion of this Difcourſe upon 
Gleets, I will only add a particular 
cale, and aſter that an Obſervation 
upon Women. A Gentleman having 
been troubled with a triennial Gleet, 
in which ſpace of time he had oy 
advice of ſeveral Phyſicians paſ] 
through various courſes, whereby 
he had exireamly harraſſed his 
Body, and through their ill fucceſs 
had as much perplext his mind ;. 
at laſt by another falſe ſtep was fal- 
len into a ſecond Gonorrben, more 
virulent than his former, for which 
he had ſubjected himſelf under my 
care to whom for his encourage- 
ment I declared, that in all proba- 
bilicy I ſhould now, not only Cure 
him of his Genu rhæa, but of his 
obſtinate Ge, well knowing that 
the Flucr of the acrimonious viru- 
leat Matter would abrade the cal- 
lofity of the little Fiſtule, that oc- 
3 caſioned 
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caſioned his Gleet; ſo as in a Months 
time I perfectly Cured him of his 
Gonorrbhæa and Gleet. The true 
Pathognomonick ſign of a Fiſtulous 
Gleet is & Mucous -purulent ſtring, 
floating in the Urine, which ſome- 
times according to its tenacity doth 
come forth with the firſt of the 
Urine, othertimes with the. laſt; 
and according to the alteration of 
the temperament of thole parts by 
Drinking. Riding, or o:her exceſs, 
appcars white, yellowiſh,or grayiſh. 
Tothe touch it feels Unctuous, and 
is ropy. Strings of a duskiſh co- 

lour are the worſt. ä 
13. Women upon an unskilful 
Cure of a Gonorrhza, are frequent- 
ly moleſted with a thin copious 
Gleet, attended generally with a 
great weakneſs, and ſometimes ex- 
eeſſive pain in the ſmall of their 
Back, a drawing cramping pain a- 
bout the back part of their Head 
and Neck; being alſo much debi- 
litated in all their Joints, their 
M5 looks 
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looks alſo faint, pale and livid, 
eſpecially about their Eyes: all 
which ſymptoms. are occaſioned by 
a great loſs of the Mucus of the 
Glandules, ( which naturally is. 
much- thinner in Women than 
Men) that are ſituated about the 
Collum matricis, through a relaxati- 
on or widening of their Meatus's, 
or little Fiſtules in them. Some 
Phyſicians have imputed that ſort 
of Gleet to a ſtilliation of the 
Nervous Juice, which if it were, an 
incurable Conſumption and withering 
of all the Body, and a ficcity of 
the Nerves, muſt neceſſarily in- a 
few days enſue. The like Geer 
doth alſoattend fome Women, oc- 
caſioned by a defluxion of ſharp, ſa- 
lin, and corroding Humours, upon 
the foreſaid Glandules. I once Cu- 
red a Gentlewoman, that by a tri- 
ennial Venereal Gleet was reduced 
to a great weakneſs, and during 
that time was rendred Steril, tho 
within a Quarter of a year * her 
ure

Cure the conceived. again and for 
ſeveral years together did not miſs 
bringing forth a found Child, moſt 
of which continued living: So 
that from this, and other like in- 
ſtances I could recite, you may 
obſerve another cauſe of ſterility, 
before now not mentioned by any

14. A Pox, that ſhews it ſelf in 


Ulcers about the Palate, and Noſe,. 
is not to be Cured by Salivation, 
before the foreſaid Ulcers by palli- 
ative Medicines arc deterged, in- 
carnd, and conſolidated ; for the 
great Maſs of ſharp Humours, 
which the Salivation dcth - heave 
up thicher, making an Addition 
of large Ulcers and rendring the 
others much worſe, doth very oft 
occaſion both Noſe and Palate to 
come down ; and though the ma- 
lignity in ſome is extirpated, yet 
in others it is incxpugnable, by rea- 
ſon of the ſordidneſs, and cavities, 


wherein the malignity ſeems to be 
| intrencht. 
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intrencht. So that in this caſe, nyo 
leſs than two ſeveral courſes are 
capable, ſafely to overcome the 
danger, and Cure the Diſeaſe: 
| Hence it is, that many by too much 
precipitation running head-long: 
upon a Salivation, ruin their Pati- 
cars; and ſuppoſe the malignity 
fhould be extinguiſht by a violent 
Salivation, yet the intempera- 
ment, weakneſs, and moiſture of 
choſe parts, and the Bones being 
already toucht, muſt neceſlarily 
cauſe them to cariate, which not» 
withſtanding all remedies uſed, muſt- 
ſcale and be thrown off. 
15. Thoſe who are-naturally of 
a moiſt temperament of Brain, and 
by reaſon: thereof are obliged to- 
hawck much, and blow their Noſe- 
oft, are very Subject to Ulcers in 
their Palate, Throat, and Noſe, 
being only troubled with a flight 
Conorrhæa, Bulo, or Shanker, not- 
withſtanding they omit no time in 
their Cure, and uſe proper _

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dies. The reaſon extract from this 
following Diſcourſe. All limina- 
ry Infections, though chiefly ſeated 
in the genital parts, yet the Blood 
eirculating through them, doth 
ſometimes conveigh ſome malignant 
fteems along with it, and ſo dif- 
perſe them through the whole Maſs. 
Theſe meeting with ſlimy tenacious 
Humours in the Brain, do faſten to 
them, and by an acid coagulative 
quality render them more gluti- 
nous, which ſticking faſt upon 
the inſide of the Os Palati, where 
there are various little Fovea's, and 
hollowneſles, are not eaſily expel- 
led thence. Theſe ſecretly lurking 
there undiſcovered, and neglected, 
do by proceſs of time putrefy and 
corrupt thoſe moiſt tender parts, 
ſo that at laſt unexpectedly there 
appears a tallowiſh diſcoloration in 
the outſide of the Palate next the 
Tongue, a ſtink of Breath, and x 
braſs fowl taſte, and ſoon after a 
ſeparation of the roof of the Moutlx, 
| | where 
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where then ſhews it ſelf a rough- 
neſs goo oft the Palate Bone. 
Upon this they are apt to ſpeak a 
lictle through the N 4 ft as 
they call it, which is occaſioned by 
a coarctation of the Paſſage, that 
is between the Os Sphænoides and 
the inſide of the Palate, by an im- 
paction of thoſe ſlimy and gluti- 
nous Excrements, that are apt to 
ſtick there. To prevent ſo great 
an Evil, where I obſerve a Perſon 
naturally ſubject to Hawing, blow- 
ing of his Noſe, and oft ſpcaking as if 
he were ſtuft, I adviſe a deterſive in- 
jection, and a Gargale, though the 
malignity he hath received, , ne- 
ver ſo ſmall; which uſed but twice 
ina Week, is a certain guaranty of 
thoſe parts. Take notice, this is- as 
conſiderable an Obſervation, as any 
in the whole Treatiſe. 

16. A Venereal Bubo is by a 
common reccived( though pernici- 
ous ) practice, attempted to be 
Cured by ſuppwatiyes, and being 

afterwards- 
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afterwards opened, and ſo continu- 
ed running, and diſcharging,, until 
(as they imagine) all the Venome 
is run out, then (if they can) 
cicatrize it, without any previous, 
or intermediate Purges ; for which 
they give this reaſon, that purges 
diſperſe the Vehome throughout 
the whole Body, and draw in, and 


conſequently hinder maturation. - 
Here I am obliged to tell you, Ihave 


oft obſerved a very obſtinate Pox, 
enſuing the cure of Buboes. The 
Groin or Inguen conſiſts of a multi- 


tude of Glandules, which being of 


a very tender ſubſtance, of a moiſt 
temperament, and very ſubje to 
putrefaction, near 
depending parts ; an Ulcer, if 
of a long continuance, as generally 
it proves, rots and deyours the 
Glandules, layeth the great Veſ- 
fels bare, and expoſeth them to the 


great diſcharges of corrupt ſtinking 
Matter, reduces the Body into a 
| Conſumption, 


Veſlels in 


e Injuries of the Air, and by 
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Conſumption, ſo as a violent Saliva— 


tion, though continued for Eight 
or Ten Weeks, as 1 have more than. 
once ſeen, falls far ſhort of making 
a proportionable revulſion, or extin- 
ction of the malignity, it being im- 
poſſible, the rotten corrupted parts 
ſhould thereby be reſtored, and 
therefore the Patient muſt unayoid- 
ably yield to his laſt fate: All which 
miſchiefs might eaſily have been 
prevented, by previous and inter- 
mediate antivenereal Purges, which 
as they partly rettact the Venome, 


fo they extinguiſh the Venome, and 


earry off the corrupted Humours 
another way, whereby their im- 
pernous ſtream to the Babo is in- 
tercepted, and that alſo put into 
a State of being eaſier managed, 
and ſooner ſuppurated; for the Hu- 
mours eongeſted in the B, prove 
much. ſofrer, and. conſequently 
more maturable, by extinguiſhing 
in part the Veneceal Acid, which 


is the chief cauſe of coagularing, 
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and indurating the foreſoid Hu- 
mours. Laſtly T have ever obſer- 
ved, thatlaying of a B»bo open, be- 
fore its thorowly ſuppurated (un- 
leſs counter -· indicated by extremi- 
ty of pain, Fever, or ſome other 
urgent Symptom) is a great hin- 
derance to the Cure, and oft- times 
is the cauſe of a ſucceeding putrid 
rotten phagedenic Ulcer. | 
17. Mercurial Medicines being 
very frequently uſed, and eſpecial · 
ly long Salivations, become great 
Enemies to the Glangdules, ſo as 
deſtroying the temperament, and 
texture of the Glandula Lachryma- 
[is; I have known ſome to have 
been troubled with a Lashryma or 
Gleet of Rheum in their Eyes all 
their Life time, others with ſcro- 
phulous Tumours, others with a 
continual driveling and ſpitting, 
and ſome with little Scabs in their 
Noſtrils, ebbing and flowing, eliat 
were occaſioned by a diſtillation 
of Rheum, which ſtagnating * 
ave 
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have acquired a ſaltneſs, whence 
thoſe Scabs ariſed : Theſe as oft 
as they uſed Mercurials, were ren- 
dred worſe, and chiefly after a Sa- 
livation. 

18. Thoſe that are Salivated to 
a high pitch, are oft brought into 
hazards, when the Salivati- 
on begins to decline; for now the E- 
bullition abating, by which the H- 
oba and ſeroſities were rareſied and 
attenuated, all begins to incraſſate, 
their Saliua turning ſlimy and ro- 
Py, and the Glandules about the 
Stomach, Mophagus and Aſpera

red Jympba, whence ariſe great o 
PSY the — 4 
extream anxieties, Faintnes, dif- 
ficulty of breathing, preſent 
danger of choaking, and in this 
State many dye in greater miſg- 

than if chey were hanged, or 

angled ; all which is occaſioned 
by the unskilful boldneſs of ſome 
Practicers and Surgeons, overload 


ing 
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ing their Patients with Mercury, 
whereby an impetuous Saliyation- 
is raiſed in a few Days, carrying; 
oli ſo much of the thin, that the 
— is left A gon and im- 
paſſable. Now this | ing is 
ſiniſterly by the raſcall ad viſers 
thrown upon the Patients taking 
cold, . though he hath almoſt 
continually been overcome by a 
ſuffocating heat of great Fires in the 
Room, and a load of Bedcloaths. 
For relief they imitate the Freneh 
Mountebanks in Bleeding, as they 
do in the Small-Pex, hoping there- 
by to make room in the Veſſels 
for the Blood to circulate, and to 
draw _ 5 8 True 
it is, that for preſent they re- 
ceive beneſit, but ſoon after the 
ſame Symptoms return in a more 
violent manner, whereby the Blood 
begins to ſtagnate, and then Adios: 
For by the Bleeding the ebullition is 
much more leſſened, and the Spirits 
diminiſht, fo that neceſſarily the Hu- 


nmours 
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mours muſt be more incraſſated. O- 
thers to obviate thoſe Symptoms ad- 
viſe the Patient a Vomit, either of Sal 
v trioli, the infuſion of Crocus metal- 
lorum, or other antimonial prepa- 
ration; the operation whercof an- 
ſwering the indieation well enough, 
if he hath ſufficient ſtrength to 
endure, eſcapes; if not, paſſeth 4 
plures. Others fuſpecting the Pa- 
tients Spirits to be at too low an 
Ebb to bear the effort of thoſe 
Vomits, rather chooſe to make an 
eſſay to precipitate thoſe thick 
ſymy Humours, toge her with the 
remaining Mercurial Particles, by 
2 Doſe of infuſion of Senna, wit 
a ſolution of Sa/ Tartari, or by a 
large Doſe of the latter alone, diſ- 
ſolved in Poflct Ale, or by a ſmarr 
Clyſter, which ſometimes do an- 
{wer expectation, othertimes nor. 
But to ſhew, that a Practicer or 
Surgeon darcs- toy with his Pati- 
ents Life, upen fuch a ſubſiding 
of the- Salivation, ventures to 
give 
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give him another lifr, by advi- 
ling a frcſh Doſe of Mercury, 
which if it give him the Coup de 
grace, who ſhall queſtion him, ſince 
it was the Pox brought him to the 
neceſſity of a Cure, which the dead 
ſinners friends are as willing to 
conceal, as the Practicer the manner 
of his deſtroying of him. 

It is a vulgar ercour, to conceive, 
that Mercury through Salivation is 
clearly and totally carried off, as 
if at the termination thereof ſome 
particles were nor lodged, and im- 
pacted in the ſolider parts of the 
Body, and grols fæculent Humors, 
too thick and dry to paſs through 
the Duclus ſalivales, which be- 
ſides -the ſublinguals, and the o- 
thers at the bottom of the Gums, 
are numerous, each Glandule about 
the inſide of the Mouth and Throat, 
being provided with ſuch outlets. 
The truth hereof appears manifeſt- 
ly in thoſe, who aſter they have 
been abroad two, ox three, four, five, 

or 
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or fix Months, or longer, have 
fallen _ a ſecond Salivation, 
laſting eight, or ten Days, more 
= * the leaſt repetiti- 
on of Mercury. In others that 
eſcape this ſecond Salivation, the 
Mercury evaporates through the 
pores, which evaporation laſteth 
from a Week to Months, ac- 
cording to the quantity of the mi- 
neral remaining in the Body. So 
that there ought to be care taken 
of the Regimen of thoſe Patients, 
ſeveral Weeks, or Months after 
their Salivation. Abundance of 
People have loſt their Lives through 
ignorance of this Obſervation; 
ſome by taking cold, have been 
{truck incurably Blind, Deaf, or 
Lame; others with Palſies, Convul- 
ſions, Spaſmus Cynicus, mortal Fevers, 
exceſhve pains in their Limbs, of 
all which particulars I have ſeen 
inſtances. 
The laſt Winter a young Gen- 
tleman, a Month aſter his Saliva- 


tion, 
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tion, venturing on the Ice to di- 
vert himſelf, was ſoon after ſur- 
prized with a total Deafneſs, ſo 
as he was inſenſeble of the noiſe of 
a Drum or a Gun. He was to be 
converſed with only by writing ; 
I was deſired to conſult with a very 
honeſt and learned Phyſician ; we 
both agreed in opinion, that cold 
was the cauſe of the Deafnefs, by 
ſtopping the pores, and ſtriking or 
repelling the Mercury ( that oughr 
to have fumed out) into the Brain 
and auditory Nerves. For his Cure 
I adviſed a ſudorifick courſe with 
intermediate Purges, and Sweats 
twice a Day in an Hot-houſe. By 
theſe means he recovered his hear- 
ing tollerably well; but the Sur- 
Beon, that had Salivated him, ſuſ- 
pecting this accident might reflect 
on his Reputation, as it ſome er- 
ror had been committed in the Sali- 
vation (which as far as I know, 
there was none) wrought ſo much 
on the friends of the Patient, as to

perſwade them, that Mercury was 
not the cauſe of Deafneſs, and 
therefore he ought to be taken our 
of that courſe; which he was too 
ſoon, before the accompliſhing 
his. Cure; and was the cauſe he 
relapſt not longafter to the ſame de- 
gree of loſs of hearing. Another, 
after he had deſiſted from taking 
eight or ten Doſes of Mercurial 
Purges, leaving off ſome Cloaths,and 
going forth in a very ſharp bluſter- 
ing Day, on a ſudden was taken 
with a Spaſmus cynicus. I order d 
him a Julep, of Ag. per. comp. ſpi4, 
Lavend. Tindt. caſtor. and ſome ce- 
phalick ſimple Waters ; likewiſe a 
Bole of Mithridate and Antimon. 
diaphor. to be taken Mornings and 
Evenings, with a Superbibend. of the 
Julep, and to ſwear ſmartly upon 
ic. His Neck and Temples were 
rubbed with Balſamum ſuccini ; af- 
rerwards I purged him with; Extr. 
Rud. and he recovered. , -

ſtreet, being in his Laboratory, when 


a Sublimatory broke ( wherein Mer- 
curins dulcis was preparing, ) by re- 
moving it from one Furnace to a- 
nother, was ſuddenly taken lame, 
Feveriſh, and trembling, occaſion- 
ed through the Mercurial ſteems, 
that entred his pores. Not long 
after ſending for me, | adviſed 
him to the fame courie, as juſt 
before, and in few Days was reſto- 
red to his Health. 

In concluſion; To the great 


miſchicfs an over-Salivaiion doth 


occaſion, let me add large deep 
devouring Ulce:s of the Palate, 
Jaws, Fs. inſide of the Cheek, that 
in a ſhort time rot the ones, in- 
ſomuch that I have known the 
whole roof and Palate Bone, alſo pie- 
ces of the Jaw Bone come off, as long 
almoſt as my little Finger; ſome- 
times thoſe Ulcers have turn'd in- 
to a Gangreen, as the inſtance of 
the young Gentlewoman of Cla- 


N reilon 
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renten in France atteſts, vid. the 
Second Part of the Conclave. O- 
thers by an Hyperptye/iſmus, or o- 
ver- Sulivation, have loſt the free 
motion of their under Jaw, which 
they could not open half wide e- 
nough to put in a Spoon. Some 
have been Jaw fallen on one fide, 
by the rotting of the ligament of 
the Juncture; And notwithſtanding 
all this, if a Patient apprehends 
danger in being Salivated, the Pra. |, 
Qticer ſhall tell him, it is as ſafe 
as a meſs of Milk, or piece of 
Bread and Butter.

His Throat was 
miſerably torn by a deep ſtinking, 
ſordid Ulcer in each of his Tonſils, 


and another upon the Vyula, part 


N 2 whereof 


HE particular Venereal Caſe 
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whereof was caten away by it. 
This Man ſo Circumſtanced, was 
adviſed by a Phyſician, and a Sur- 
geon (both famed in the City, as 
roppers for that ſort of buſineſs, 
bur how deſervedly, they knew 
beſt themſelves, the Surgeon being 
ſince dead) to go into a Salivation, 
which {troke a deep Terror in him, 
as if forwarned by ſome Genius 
within him, that he ſhould moſt 
certainly have died in it; as it is 
likewiſe my Opinion he would. 
His Cure was per formed in the man- 
ner following. I preſcribed him a 
good Nurritive Antivenereal Broath 
for a Fortnight, to get ſome De- 
gree of ſtrength, to under go after- 
wards the fatigue of a months 
Courle, interpofing once or twice a 
Week, ſome very gentle Antivene- 
real Purgative. He uſed an Ab- 
ſterſive Gargle very oft, eſpecially 
before he was to Eat or Drink any 
thing, to prevent the ſtinking 
matter of his Ulcers from being 7 
ri 
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ried down to bis Stomach, which be- 
fore had contributed much to the weak- 
neſs of his Digeſtion, and depriving his 
Appetit. He alſo uſed the ſame Gar- 
gariſm preſently after he had eaten or 
Drunk; beſides the Ulcers were tou- 
ched ſcveral times in a Day, with a 
particular fort of Liquor: his main: 
Courſe was one of thoſe Written in this 
Treatiſe, without any Deviation from 
it. He was fo well recovered in 
ſtrength, a ſound look, and a Fat ear- 
nous habit of Body, that ſome four or 
five Months after, caſually meeting 
him, he ſpoke to me; I was obliged 
to tell him he was miſtaken in the per- 
fon, for I did not know him, whicit- 
Cauſed him to explain himſelf, that he 
was ſuch a one, that not very long 
ſince had been under my care, &c. 

At his firſt arrival he brought with 
him a Daughter of about 16 or 17 
Years of Age, over-run with' Pocky 
Scabbs, Botches, Pimples and Ulcers, 
which he left at the ſame place to be 
Cured, after he was gone home; ſhe 
was likewiſe eaſily cured by one of 
thoſe plain Courſes before mentioned.

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being likew ifc reſtored to perfect Health, 
in three Weeks, or a Month, by boil- 
ing a few Antivenereal Drugs in her 
Milk, mixt with Water, and Purging 
her gently with an Antivenereal twice 
a Weck. And laſt Autumn was twelve 
Month, his Eldeſt Daughter of about 
Nineteen Years was conducted to the 
fame place to be Curcd ; ſhe had a very 
ragged, deep Pocky cating, and Sordid 
Ulcer, much broader and larger than 
the Palm of the hand, on the Region of 
the Loins, extending almoſt as far as 
the Os Sacrum, ard {eeming to be Fi- 
fruleus. This Ulcer for ſeveral Months, 
reſiſting all manner of ordinary Reme- 
dics, both Internal and External, be- 
fore ſhe Came to me; In {ix Weeks 
time the Ulcer was cleanſcd, incarned 
ard Cicatizcd, and ſhe reſtored to Health 
by a Negligent Cure, and Antivenereal 
external Applications. Soon aftcr this; 
the Mother comes, ard brings up the 
Rear of this Pocky Family, being ſe- 
verely Tormented with fordid Ulcers. 
about tlie Head ; ſhe was likewiſe 
Cured in a little more than a Month, 
by a Negligzne Courſe, ad proper 
External Applications. All of cm as 
tar as 1 know, Or Can Lear, do to this 

| hour 
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hour continue Sound, Thriving, and 
Healrhy. 

To make juſt Reflections upon this 
whole matter, its to be obſerved, that 
the two Elder Daughters enjoy'd their 
Healths perfectly from their Births, 
until the one attained the Age of 15, 
and the other to 18, near which time 
the Pocky Seminaries began to bud out 
into thoſe Venereal Symptoms; like- 
wiſe that the Father continued well in 
Health, from ſome time before he was 
Married, until the Moment he fell in 
picces; and the Mother muſt date her 
infection from the time of her Marri- 
age, who during the interval of ſo ma- 
ny Years, never Complained of any 
thing that could be ſuſpected Venereal, 
24h, The Conſtitutions being much 
a like in the Children, by Hereditary 
Derivation from their Parents, and the 
Man and Wife from living in the ſame 
Air, and upon the ſame Dyer, which 
uniformity of Temperaments, renderd 
them Subject to have thoſe Venereal 
Larent Seminaries rowſed up by the 
fame Scaſons and Conſtitution of the 
Air, that ſcemed qualified to make them 
exert their Powers. 34%, That here 
was a Latent Pox with a Witneſs, pro-

pagated from the Pater Familias, to the 
others, and derived from ſome Limi- 
nary Pox, viz. Gonorrhe, Bubo Or Shan- 
ker ill Cured, either too Precipitantly, 
or Ignorantly, by ſome Reſtriftive or 
repelling Medicines. 4#h/y, Suppoſe 
any of 'em had fallen into a Diſtemper 
of it ſelf, commonly not mortal; be ir 
a {light continual Fever, a Stenuous 
Cough, &c. in all Probability, if their 
Cure had been attempted by uſual Re- 
medies, neglecting the joyning proper 
Antivenercals with them, thcy would 

have been rendred mortal. ; 
The conſequences that in my opinion 
may plamly be deduced from the pre- 
ceding Narrative, alſo from ſeveral 
parallel inſtances; and many that come 
almoſt up to it, of which I am obliged to 
omit the reciral for many important rea- 
ſons are numerous; for conſidering that 
many perſons having had the misfortune 
of making a falſe ftep,whereby they had 
contracted ſome evident Liminary Pox, 
as Shanker, a Pocky Scalding and Prick- 
ing of Urine, Bubo, Cc. or perhaps ſome 
dull ſluggiſh Pocky Seminaries, lurking: 
in the Body for ſome Years, without 
ſhowing their Teeth; not one in a 
thouſand, bur -will endeavour 8 ger 
im- 
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himſclf Cured, before he Marries ; and 
it being poſſible, that ſcarce one in Ten 
is perfectly Cured, hapning either by 
his own deſire to be ſpeedily Cured, 
or by the over haſty Cure of thepracticer, 
in hopes thereby to acquire the greater 
Repute, and conſequently a greater 


number of Patients, or by the Ignorance 


and Unskilfulneſs of the Undertaker, 
the conſequence will be, that the Iſſue 
from ſuch a fort of a Marriage muſt 
neceſſarily have implanted in it Latent 
Venereal Seminaries, Which ſometimes 
do ſprout out ſoon after the Birth, ei- 
ther in plain evident Pocky Symproms, 
or in abſcondidly uniting their Force, 
which ſome cauſe, Producing only ſuch 
a Diſeaſe, as is common to Children, 
yet that very Diſeaſe ſhall prove Mor- 
tal, as it hath done to many hundreds, 
by * * the Latent or 5 
naries, It o happen, thoſe Pocky 
Seeds being deeply plunged, and being 
alſo very ſluggiſh, ſo that they ſtand in 
need of a greatet heat and ſtronger 
Animal Spirits, that thoſe evident Ve- 
nercal Symptoms may not appear until 
they are 14, 16 or 18 Years of Age, 
ſooner or later, according to ſeveral 
Circumſtances. Many of this Foarm 
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do oft fall ill of common Diſtempers, 

which with that Latent Venereal Semi- | 

narie, are rendred much more difficult to 

be Cured, and ſome thereby prove 
mortal, that other riſe of themſelves 
are not fo. 

If the Infected off. ſpring proves ſuch, 
certainly their Original, I mean the 
Father, or Mother, or both, muſt un- 
doubtedly be Seated in a much worſe 
Condition, whereby many do expire be- 
fore they are 30 or 40, of the forefaid 
common Diſtempers, though {light ones, 
but aggravated by a Latent P:cky Re- 
liqus! Many die of continual Fevers, 
whoſe countenance ſeems mild enough, 
yet proving mortal; Phyficians ſtile | - 
them Malignant, which indeed are ſuch, 
tho' not always, by reaſon of a Malig- 
nity, contracted by great intempe- 
rance, or malign efluvia's, admitted 
out of Air into the Body, but very of: 
from a Yenereal Relique. In like manner 
Iam much of opinion, tho many Pul- 
wonick Conſumptions are occaſioned by 
Debauches, or by fharp Salin ſteems, 

floating in the Air, which render them 
Endemick here, yet many more Conſump- 
tions, and many other Diſeaſes alſo, are 

occaſioned by the foremention'dVenereal . 
Relique, 
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Relique, which cauſes theſe latter to be 


far more mortal than the former. 

The uſe that. may be made of theſe 
conſiderations, is great; for a Phyſician 
finding, ſome of theſe Diſeaſes before 
hinted at to be very ſtubborn, tho' un- 
der a very benign aſpe ct, he may, with- 
out anyCrime, privaicly ſuggeſt to him- 
ſelf, that here may be ſome Latent Ve- 
nereal Malignity, againſt which if Antive- 
nereal Remedies, be ing joined with ſuch 
other Medicines as arc commonly uſed 
againſt ſuch Diſeaſes, are ſingly by them- 
ſelves experimentially found to be very 
prevalent againſt ſuch Diſeaſes, or being 


Joined with the ſaid other common Re- 


medies, theſe are.not impaired by them 
in theirVertues or in any wiſe hinder'd 
by them, where lies the hurt, if a Phy- 
ſician by ſuch a prudent ſurmiſe, ſhall 
either Direct Specific Antivenerals by 
themſelves, where proper, or joined 
with other Remedies ? This I can moſt 
certainly atteſt, that many Diſeaſes have 
been eaſily Cured, and as many Lives 
have been as eaſily ſaved by Indicata, 
directed by ſuch a prudent and cauti- 
ous ſuſpicion. And it is not very com- 
mon with Phyſicians in a Peſtilential 
Seaſon, to ſurmiſe that moſt other _ 
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eaſes that then ſporadically happen, are 
imbued with ſome Tincture of Peſti- 


lence; and therefore do as commonly 
mix Anti-peſtilential Remedies with 
ſuch others, are uſually given againſt 
thoſe faid ſporadic Difea es. In con- 
clufion, as 1 do affirm, that ſuch a ſort 
of ſuſpicion within a Phyſicians breaſt, 
as it cannot be in the leaſt injurious to 
any perſon, but may be to his advan- 
rage, fo 1 judge no fort of demure Aſ- 
pe, Bchaviour, or Diſcourſe, ought to 
exempt a Man from ſuch a ſecret ſuſpi- 
cion, Where there is ſome ground for 
it, when I call to memory, that many 


Years paſt 1 curcd a very grave, ſober, 


externally pious, ſubitantial Houſe-kee- 
per, of near Foarſcore Years of Age, 
and his Wife al{o, who was Seventy, to 
whom he had given the Pox, having 
contr»ted it from a common Whore 
in the Streets. | | 
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
